Hubbard was removed for neglect of duty, 
He 
charges that Mr. Hubbard failed to keep his 
records, that he was disobedient, and was 
absent from duty without proper cause. It 
is now believed that Postmaster-General 
James will not interfere further in the mat- 
ter. Postmaster Palmer is responsible for 
the conduct of the Chicago office, and, being 
so, Mr. James doubtless thinks that he should 
be permitted to select his subordinates. Mr. 
Blaine, notwithstanding reports to the con- 
trary, has not interfered in the matter at all, 
and will not. 


THE President has passed another favora- 
ble day, and the hope that he will recover 
has. almost grown into confidence. The 
Jennings system of reducing the temperature 
of the sick-room has worked admirably. The 
temperature yesterday was about 70 de- 
grees. The change has been very grateful 
to ‘the patient, and he has expressed his 
thanks to the inventor. He asked for 
solid food again yesterday, and was given a 
piece of toast, which he partook of. No gas- 
tric disturbance followed. The Cabinet of- 
ficers are in high glee at the prospect of their 
Chief's recovery, and so are the people. The 
physicians, while not propouncing positive- 
ly, seem to be very confident that he will pull 
through. Nearly all, if not all, the danger- 
ous stages to be apprehended have passed, 
and it is expected that before the end of the 
week he can be pronouncedut of danger.

Mr. McCarthy also 
assures the Conklingite Committee that 
there is little or no reason to think 
that the reorganization of the next House of

The condition of the President has not 
materially changed since the date of the last 
official bulletin. He complains a little of 
weariness and muscular soreness, and has 
once or twice manifested a slight. apprehen- 
sion that his recovery might leave him in 
some way maimed or disabled, so as to in- 
capacitate him for active physical exercise. 
He said recently to one of the attendants: 


„ wish I could get upon my feet. I would 


like to see whether I have any backbone left 
or not. But whatever doubt there may be 
in the mind of the President as to the exist- 
ence of his physical backbone, there is none 
in the minds of his friends as to his moral 
backbone. After ten days of weariness, dan- 
ger, heat, and suffering, he remains as brave 
and cheertul as at first, and is only restrained 
by his physicians’ orders from talking ani- 
matediy with those about him. The temper- 
ature of the President’s room has been main- 
tained to-day at 75 degrees, which is 15 de- 
grees lower than the temperature of the ex- 
ternal air. The refrigerating machine is now 
pumping into the room 20,000 cubic feet of 
air per hour, at a temperature of 55. 
3 P. M. 

The President continues at about the same 
rate of progress as for several days past. 
The cooling apparatus is working perfectly.

The President's temperature, which at the 
date of the late official bulietin was higher 
than at any time during the day, has since 
steadily fallen, until it now stands at about 
last night’s figure. No especial importance 
is attached by the attending surgeons to these 
daily fluctuations iu temperature and pulse. 
At this stage of the President’s case they are 
to be expected. The general condition of the 
patient at this hour is favorable and satis- | 
factory. 

10 P. . 

There was a good deal of anxiety this 
evening at the President’s condition, owing 
to the fact that the evening bulletin showed 
that the temperature had increased to 102.8. 
This excited grave apprehensions, as, on the 
day of the shooting, when the pulse was 120 
and over, the temperature did not exceed 100, 


and because the highest point which it has 


reached since that time was 101.9, on July 9, 
at the same hour in the evening. The physi- 
cians have all said that an increase of a de- 
gree in the temperature was to be regarded 
as à matter of grave concern, and that, if 
the temperature snould reach 104, the danger 
would be imminent. Yet to-night it stood 
at almost 103. The bulletin caused a great 
many persons to visit the White House. 
There the apprehensions which prevailed in 
the city did not exist. The attendants said 
that, while there was a very considerable in- 
crease of fever, yet it was, doubtless, attrib- 
utable to the extreme heat of the day, to the 
fatigue, and to the annoyance caused by the 
noise from the various cooling appliances, 
but that the temperature had been falling 
since the examination was had, and that 
there was no cause for alarm. Members of 
the Cabinet in attendance did not seem to 
realize that the bulletin was as grave as it 
was considered throughout the city, and 
spoke hopefully of the certainty of the Presi- 
dent’s recovery. 
‘MIDNIGHT. 
The President passed a quiet day, but had 


a little more fever than usual this afternoon. 


He has taken twenty-five ounces of milk, an 


ounce of rum, and a piece of milk-toast dur- 


ing the day, without any indications of gas- 
tric disturbance, and has slept at intervals 


\ fairly well. Since the date of the last official 


bulletin his pulse and temperature have fallen 
to about the mean of the past three days, and 
he is now sleeping quietly. 

12:30 A. M. TUESDAY. 

Private Secretary Brown says that the 
President’s condition, at this hour, is about 
the same as it was when the bulletin was ia- 
sued. There has been a slight decrease of 
temperature, to 102.2, a fall of .6. ‘The Pres- 
ident is sleeping, it is said, quietly. Fifty 
carpenters and machinists are working 
on the east side of the 
White House on a cooling apparatus, 
making a din which must be heard in the 
sick-room. The physicians say that there is 
no cause for alarm, notwithstanding this in- 
tense fever. But there is a great deal of 
anxiety in the city, and, for the first time in 
some days, at this time in the morning, eager 
crowds are waitmg about the bulletin-boards 
to learn something that may quiet their ap-

A STEADY MARCH,

Wasatyeros, D. C., July 11.— di- 
tion of the President still continues to im- 
prove.

There is 
joy at the White House, and all arrange- 
ments are being made for a long siege. The 
greatest interest to-day has attached to the 
various plans for reducing the temperature 
ol the sick chamber. It has been demon- 
strated that the Jennings system will do it. 
It has maintained the temperature at 70 dur- 
ing the day, with all the windows open, per- 
mitting the heated outer air, with the ther- 
mometer nearly 100in the shade, to enter. 

Tue cold air enters the sick chamber at 

A TEMPERATURE OF 54 DEGREES, 
and in a volume per hour that is double the 
capacity of the room, according to the meas- 
urement of Dr. Woodward. The fear that 
the air would be too moist proves groundless, 
as the scientific tests show that the air in the 
sick-room, filled with air from the Jennings 
machine, is one degree dryer than the ordi- 
nary temperature in any other room in the 
whole house, orin the open air. Arrange 
ments have been made to deaden the noise, 


so that the President will not be annoyed by 


the faint murmuring sound of the .engine in 
the sub-basement, which has reminded 
him of a distant windmill. An addi- 
tional Jennings apparatus is being put 
up tonight, with a larger _ ice-vault, 
to be ready in case of any break in the ma- 
chinery of the one now in operation. The 
surgeons and scientific men have assisted the 
inventor in ‘adapting his business appliance 
to the needs ofthe sickroom so that it is 
A PERFECT SUCCESS, 
and nothing more is desired. The inventor

SENATOR BECK. 
AN INTERVIEW. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 11.—The Ion. 
James B. Beck arrived in the city this morn- 
ing. and was speedily found by a Courier- 
Journal reporter. 

„Mr. Beck,” said the reporter, you are 
just from Washington. and people geuerally 
would like to hear from you directly as to 
the attempt on the President's life.” 

„I have been suffering during the fore- 
noon,”’ said Mr. Beck, and am not equal to 
an interview, but I will tell you briefly al! 
I know.” 

“Where were you on the morning of the 
assasination?“ 

„J was. about 600 yards from the spot 
where. the shot was fired. I was 
driving to the ticket oflice to 
bring my family home, and, driving down 
Ninth street just past the Patent Office, when 
a colored man ran out and said: The Presi- 
dent has been shot.’ I made some skeptical 
remark, when, looking down the street, I 
saw 

MEN FLEEING IN EVERY DIRECTION. 

I ordered the driver to go.as fast as possible to 
the depot, and we arrived there while the 
President was yet lying on the floor. The 
crowd was already immense, aud increasing 
every moment, and very much excited. 
Quite a number gathered around me, anda 
strong disposition to lyneh the mur- 
derer seemed to be general. I remon- 
strated with this sentiment, saying 
that it would not be suflicient 
expiation of so monstrous a crime against 
the whole Nation and civilization itself. A 
young tan came up to me and said: 

„Mr. Beck, I knew this last night.’ 

“T said: My God! Can it be a con- 
spiracy ” 

“He said: 'I don’t know; but I knew this 
would happen last night,’ and disappeared. 
I am glad 1 did not recognize that young 
man. I suppose he was 

EXCITED AND BESIDE HIMSELF.” 

„When was the last time you saw the 


| President before he was wounded ?” 


“On Thursday arternoon. We passed 
quite a little while together. He was un- 
usually kind, buoyant, and happy. His 
desire was to do all he could for 
some constituents ef mine, in whose 
interest I called. He began to talk of his 
wife’s illness, and the happiness he expected 
to have during his holiday. His eyes filled 
as he talked, and when we parted he gave 
me one of his left-handed blows on the shoul- 
der, which 1 told him I would carry heme as 
a love-liek.“ 

„Did you see him after the shooting?“ 

“No: but I called at the White House that 

evening and gave a prescription which I am 
sure was of service, I told the Cabinet that, 
in my belief, if Mrs. Garfield .should break 
down on her arrival it would kill him. His 
mind was solely engaged about her, I 
begged that Mrs. Blaine, who is the bravest 
woman in the world, 
A WOMAN OF BRAINS AS WELL AS NERVE, 
should meet her and prepare her. This.was 
done. Mrs. Garfield showed herself a woman 
of courage, and all went well. One smile 
from his wife was worth more to the half 
dying President than all the dectors.”’ 

“ You think the President will recover“ 

think he will. His only danger now is 
a too speedy removal. If they will leave 
him alone he will recover. If they attempt 
prematurely to change his position he may 
have a relapse.

Unlike the era when Mr. Lineoln was 80 
wickedly wurdered, there were no “ wars 
nor rumors of wars” to inflame the brain of 
the wretch, who, like Mr. Lincoin’s murder- 
er, Was 100 Cowardly to face the man he in- 
tended to kill, but fired from behind him. 
There was no ’ sectional agitation, no popular 


discontent, but on the eoutrary, the countr 


was prosperous and happy. No one, in all 
the land, challenged the President’s right to 
his high oftite, there was no private griev- 
ance of the assasin to be avenged, and no 
ublic wrong to be redressed,. But it was a 
iorrible, dastardly, atrocious deed; and the 
blow thus aimed at the President was telt bv 
the entire Nation.

How it must 
have impressed all of you as it did me, when 
you read that the afternoon of the attack 
when it seemed as if all but Dr. Bliss had 
despaired of his recovery, he calmly said, 
„God's will be done! 1 am ready to go if 
my time has come.” Ready, although he 
nad so recently risen to the acme of Ameri- 
ean fame and honor! Ready, when he had 
yet to enjoy nearly the whole of his Presi- 
dential term! Ready, when life, with lov- 
ing wife and children, and clustering hon- 
ors, must have seemed so sweet to him! 

But the secret of this was 

His IMPLICIT FAITH IN GOD. 


I have known Gen. Garfield for many years, 
and | have never heard any, even of those 
whe sneer at Christian public men, doubt 
the sincerity of his Christianity. And how 
grandly has it been illustrated in these most 
eventful hours of his life. My thoughts 
have gone, like yours, hour after hour, day 
after day,to that sick bed in the White 
House. Contemplate the seene! While 
around the telegraph offices peo have 
watched the buileuns, and their clenched 
hands, and hot words, and hotter blood have 
itlustrated their feelings, not a word of. bit- 
terness has fallen Train the sufferer’s lips as 
he has quietly borue the intense pain of his 
wound, No wordof wrath or indignation 
at the murderous scoundrel whose bullet 
had so suddenly changed his happiness into 
sorrow, and brought him, in a moment. to 
the very portal of the tomb. No repining at 
this sudden change from the highest posi- 
tion in the world to the cold grave that 
seemed already opening for him. Braver 
than all around him, when there, as every- 
where else, was excitement, in the Presi- 
dent’s heart was peace. Nothing but the 
sustaining power of the Divine Master he 
had served so long and so faithfully could 
have given us this grand spectacle of un- 
shaken resignation, which for many a year 
will be remembered throughout the worid. 

Although I am exceeding the limit of this 
evening’s speeches, | cannot close without a 
word of tribute to

whom you have all borne on .your hearts, 
with him at whose bedside she has been so 
tenderly ministeri From death’s door he 
had nursed her back into life; and when the 
news reached her at the seaside that ner no- 
ble husband had been so wickedly shot down. 
she hastened on a flying train, that sped less 
wing than her anxious thoughts, to en- 
circle him in those dark hours with her weak 
but loving arms, and forgetting her own 
weakness to inspire him with hope and faith, 
and to help him, with all her heart and all 
her love, in this prolonged and heroie fight 
against the enemy, Death. God bless her 
indeed, and crown all of her hopes and 
pravers with the consummation of his recov- 
ery. Ian say no more. The people ofevery 
continent are counting the heart-throbs and 
the pulse-beats of our President, as the bul- 
letins flash from his bedside, all over the Old 
World and the New. The 1 millions 
Ot prayers from the good people of every 
land will, I hope and believe, be heard and 
answered by Him wnodoeth all things well; 
and elected to the Presidency by the people, 
as Gen. Garfield was, those millions upon 
millions of prayers of that sad Sabbath will 
indeed consecrate him to that high office in 
the years to come more than any other Ruler 
or Governor was ever consecrated before.

AN ALDERNEY COW FOR THE PRESIDENT.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9.—To-day the 
Alderney cow that a wealthy Baltimorean 
sent to the White House arrived and was 
tethered in a stable below the State Depart- 
ment Building. The doetors had. found 
some difficulty in procuring the very best 
milk, and it was their wish that the milk 
given to their patient should net only be the 
best. but should be drawn from one animal. 
The gentleman referred to hearing this tend- 
ered the services of one of his fine Alderney 
herd, and to-day a soft-eyed bovine arrived 
in a special car from Baltimore to give her 
aid in the President’s recovery. She was 
placed under the charge of one of the most 
reliable men attached to the White House 
stable, and who alone of all of the force of 
help employed in and around the Executive 
Mansion knows how to milk. The Presi- 
dent, it seems, was much interested in the 
arrival of the animal and her disposition, and 
would have talked about her good quali- 
ties all day if it had been per- 
mitted. He asked Col. Rockwell about her, 
where she had been put, who had 
charge of her, and howsoon some of the milk 
was to be brought to him. The Colonel re- 
minded him that he must keep silence: the 


doctors had especially commanded that. The. 


President lay still for a while and then said, 
jokingly, The first thing Ll know I will be 
told I can’t go down to the stable to see her 
this afternoon.” After this little talk the 
President lay still the mostof the day, but 
he got none of the milk tillevening. The 
bovine, shaken up by her journey, and per- 
haps frightened by her new surroundings, 
would not, as her attendant explained in the 
language of the dairy, “‘ give down,“ which 
to be interpreted, means that she retai ined 
her milk, despite the efforts of the man to 
coax it trough the teats. When the sun got 


lower she was led out in the White House 


grounds and tethered where the clover was 
youngest and most tender. She switched 
her tail in glee, and when the man came with 
his milk-pail and small stool, followed by 
Jamie and Mollie Garfield, Brindle “ gave 
down” handsomely a splendid gallon of rich 
milk, some of which was soon after served 
to the President and relished very much.

Des Moines, Ia., July 11.—A severe rain- 
storm last night north and east of this see- 
tion did immense damage to railroads, The 
Chicago & Rock Island is badly washed be- 
tween Colfax and Wilton. No trains have 
passed here to-day eastward. Passengers 
from the West are transferred to the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, that road being all 
right. The Chicago & Northwestern, which 
had just got opened, was again washed out, 
and ther@ are no trains between Grand J une- 
tion and Marshalltown, The damage to 
railroads is more severe than from any storm 
this year. Des Moines and Coon Rivers are 
running over their banks here, and great 
damage to property in the city is threatened. 

Speetal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

. Des Mornss, Ia., June 11:—Saturday and 
Sunday nights’ rains have created great havoc 
to all railroads in this part of the State. The 
Chicago & Northwestern have abandoned 
their road west of Cedar Rapids. The Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific have a bridge 
washed out over the Skunk River at Colfax, 
and a track washed near lowa City. 
trains have arrived here over these roads 
since yesterday morning. The Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy came in to-day, but their 
track and bridges along the Des Moines 
River are reperted as going. This 
river has raised about six feet in twenty- 
four hours, and is still rising two inches 
an hour. Some fifty families have aiready 
been obliged to vacate their houses in the 
lower part of the city, and many more are 
moving. All the wagon bridges over the 
Coon River are gone, and the railroad 
bridge at Boonville over this river, belong- 
ing to the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, 
must ge. Several construction trains work- 
ing on repairs on these lines have been 
wrecked, with considerable loss of life, but 
just how much it is impossible to learn. 
Nothing like the present flood has ever 
been known here before in the spring. The 
damage to railroads and all other industries, 
as well as crops, is beyond estimation, To- 
night the weather is clear and promising. 


MARSHALLTOWN, IA. 

MARSHALLTOWN, Ia., July 11.—Great dam- 
age was caused in this city yesterday and 
last night by heavy rains, whieh culminated 
this morning in the form of a waterspout. 
Linn Creek rose to so great a hight as to put 
afloat about forty houses occupied by fam 
lies, some of them being swept down stream. 
Fortunately, so far as learned, no lives were 
lost. The Ketchum Wagon-Works and Stod- 
dard’s sawmills were almost totally de- 
stroyed.

New York Independent.

By the time 
it shall have made up its muititudinous mind 
what it is going to do about it, it will have ceased 
to be of any practical importance to the public 
whether it does anything about it or not. The 
demand for copies of the rev version will 
huve been supplied, in the way of business—by 
publishers making a protit on their work and 
paying interest on their capital, and allowing 
compensation to the retailer and the book agent 
—with books as cheap, as elegant, as accurate, 
and as duruble as can furnished by the huge 
charitable society, with its immense capital (a 
free gift); and its army of book agents, salaried 
by the churches; and its bigh-toned piety. which 
is quite too spiritual to permit it to do business 
on business principles or conform to the divine 
constitution of human society. 

The revision will make it plain by 
experiment that the American Bible Society is 
the principal existing bindrance to the circula- 
tion of the Holy scriptures. In the course of a 
few months the revised New Testament will be 
found on sale in every considerabie vill and 
even in every small village, in the nited 
States, in great vurieties of style and price, and 
tens of thousands of families, who never have 
seen a Bible Society's “colporteur” (cant for 
book-peddiler), will have had it offered for sale 
at their doors with earnestness of men and 
women whose livelihood depends on their find- 
ing customers. If then, any person shali be 
moved by. curiosity to ask the bookseller, or the 
news- vender. or the country grocer, or the 
“ colporteur,” “ Why did you never have Bibles 
to sell before, such as we wanted to buy for our 
children, and our new married coupies, and for 
gifts in Sunday-schools, and for pastor's gifts 
among bis people?“ the truth will come out that 
this keeping of the Bible away from ready ac- 
cess of the people in Christian regions was the 
result of the settied and obstinate policy of the 
Bible Society, by which alarming destitutions 
were created, that should figure impressively in 
the annual report, and that could be supplied 
only by large contributions to the Society or its 
au xiliaries.

A PLUCKY FAMILY. 


Experiences of a Widow with Five 
Children on the Way to Ohio. 
If anybody desires to enjoy an exposition of 
genuine American pluck, be or she—for the

ill-iuck bad called ahait. Not only did the little 
woman have no money; she had no food either, 
and if it were not that two of the five youngsters 
were practical botanists, and during the day 
gathered some wild salad with which she pre- 
pared a simple meal, they would bave passed 
the day in absolute starvation. 

This happened last Tuesday morning, and it 
was not until the evening that a friend in need 
came to ber assistance, in the shape of a driver 
of one of the extension cars, who, noticing that 
there was no man in the camp, stopped to make 
inquiries, and, tinding the cause one worthy of 
assistance, at once proceeded to supply relief. 
The sympathies of the boys at the car-barns 
were enlisted, and a subscription of $12.75 was 

f for the wanderers, and 

food procured to sup- 

ply their immediate necesssities. Thursday 
the attention of Mr. G. N. Davis, of Lawndale, 
was called to the woman’s condition and he too 
-bestirred himseif in ber behalf, raising a money 
subscription for her, and collecting from gro- 
cers and market-men of his acquaintance a 
quantity of s to be used on the line of 
march from Chicago to her destination in Ohio. 
The story ot the patry’s destitution spread in the 
neighborhood, and$ iadies brought their —. 
clothing to clad. the woman and children. 
The broken wheels were taken to 
a wheelwright’s for repairs, and everything 
gotten in order for a fresh start, which will in 
all probability be made some time this after- 


poon. 

Yesterday even the camp was visited by a 
TRIBUNE reporter, but other pie who were 
present said that no idea could then be ned 
of the misery of the scene which was presented 
before the kind friends had done their charitabie 
work. : 

IT WAS MISERABLE ENOUGH AS IT WAS. 

The only shelter on hand ip case of storm was 
that provided by the foliage overhead, and the 
narrow confines of the canvas-covered w n, 
in which lay a very sick boy of 14,—a thin, slight 
lad, witha wizened face that, despite the torture 
of ague endured for several days past, was full 
of evergy and determination. 

“if it wasn't for the boy I'd never have t 
this far.“ the woman said as she d her 
hand over the boy's feverish forehead. ** He was 


very sick at the time the wagon broke down, and. 


could do nothing; he'd fixed those wheels up a 
dozen times, but the last time he badn’'t strength 
to move himself. I bad to allow then we 
to stop.“ 
“ Won't you tell me something about your 
journey and how you came into this bad fix?” 
“Certainly. The beginning of it all was in the 
eycione last April, a yearago. It was the 27th 
of April. We were living in a frame house in 
Marshfield, Mo. There were two families 
of us, myself and husband and four 
children—one of them a baby—and =y 
e 


were all in the house at the time the cyclone 
struck the town. I bad my baby in my arms. 
The house was dashed to pieces; carried off in 
the air. My baby was torn out of my arms. 
My husband, my sister, and her husband were 
‘killed outright.” 

And the baby?’ 

I. nor nobody else, ever saw it again. My 
left arm was broken. That was a great trouble 
to me afterwards. I've never been able to do 
more than lift a tin of water with it since. Look 
at it. 

The woman bared a long, and thin, and mis- 
shapen arm, showed where the fracture had oc- 
curred, and added: 

** Tne doctor told me I would be able to use it 
—_ I rested it, but, you see, how could 1 
rest it?’’ 

Ho did you get along after the cyclone?” 

“ All the folks wanted me to go to the poor- 
house, but I wouldn't doit. As long as 1 was 
abie I determined to keep the youngsters,—sis- 
ter's and mine.

He Will End the Forty-five Days’ 
Starvation This Noon. 


Gigantic Dinner Ordered for the 
Grand Occasion. 


John Griscom’s unparalleled feat of 
ing from food for a period of forty- 
will termimate this noon. Whatever honor or 
fame there may be in the world’s championship 
of the fasting business, it will belong to this 
plucky individual who a month and a half ago said 
he would eat no food for a period of 
forty-five days, and who has strictly kept his 
word. He has never been left alone for a mo- 
ment, and the physicians who have been watch- 
ing the case are satisfiea both from what they

| know of the strict watch that has been kept, as 


also from scientific testa, that the fast has been 
a genuine one. The doctors who have identified 
themselves with the undertaking, as its disinter- 
ested observers, would instantly have exposed 
avy trickery, had such presented itself. Yester- 
day was the busiest one the faster has yet seen, 
his pariors having been crowded from morning 
till night. During the day he sauntered out 
with hie watchers, and walked in all tive miles or 
more. Upon returning from his trips the 
sidewalk at the Olympic was fairly black with 
people, who heard that he was out exercising, 
and embraced the opportunity of taking a free 
look at the skeleton ashe passed up the stair- 
way. While Griscom’s spunk would not permit 
him to admit that he was at ail blowed by 
the exercise, yet he gave 
UNDOUBTED EVIDENCE OF FATIGUE, 

and was lad to get back to his room. Still, he 
was not so weak but that he could squeeze the 
dynamometer entirely shut with either hand, a 
feat that many of the well-fed visitors could not 
accomplish. Griscom’s weight did not show the 
slightest reduction for the twenty-four hours 
ending at noon, but, what was more remarkable, 
his weight was precisely what it was forty-eight 
hours previous. The weather has proved par- 
ticularly favorable for the faster’s comfort dur- 
ing the closing three days. Such a tem ture 
as characterized a portion of last week, which 
was meiting him at the rate of three and one- 
baif poun a day, would have completely 
broken him up. cold wave from Monitoba 
heiped Griscom out wonderfully. A curious 
feature of the last three days has been the 
noticeable difference in the urinary secretion. 
Griscom has continued to drink thirty-two 
ounces of water daily, but, instead of 
voiding from twenty-five to thirty ounces as 
heretofore, the quantity has been only from 
five to eight ounces, apparently indicating that 
his system had greater need of the water at this 
stage of the fast,and therefore utilized it in 
some mysterious way, rather than throw it 
off as waste material.

A Russian Bandit—Almost a Centena- 
rian After a Career of Orime. 
There recently expired in the infirmary of the 
prison at Odessa an individual, by name Vacili 
Tchoumaik, a native of Ismail, of Kalmuck 
descent, who during the major part of the 06 
years of nis life appears to have been 
an unmitigated public nuisance. Born about 
17%, Vacili grew up to the physical 
proportions of Hercules and the strength 
of Sansom. He was duly drawn for the con- 
scription, and served his time as a soldier. but ne 
disdained such placid laurels us those which 
crown the shako of the celebrated Kussian 
Drum-Major whose waxen effigy, in full uni- 
form and holding a little wax dwarf in the hol- 
low of one big hand, smiles through his mus- 
tache upon mankind at Madame Tussaud’s. On 
—— 1. his discharge Vacili Tchoumaik 
adopted brigandage as his profession; and it 
is estimated that, in the course of 
his career as a bandit, he committed no fewer 
than eighty murders. During many years he 
and the outlaws formmg his band kept the 
country round about Odessa in a continuous 
state of terror, while the Russian police rather 
connived at than interfered with the miscreant’s 
misdoings. Atlength an exceptional Superin- 
tendent named Khorsohevsky undertook the 
task of abrogating him. The brigand 
vhief was surrounded in a roadside ian, 
where he had taken refuge, and after a 
asanguinary struggle he and several of his fol- 
lowers were captured. The fine old Russian 
code of criminal jurisprudence being then prev- 
alent, Vacili remained nine years in prison be- 
fore he was tried. In 1868, however, he was 
sentenced to the knout and to twenty years’ 
hard labor in Siberia. The brigand- was at that 

riod 74 years of e. Five years afterwards 
Ee escaped and made his way back to Odessa; 
but he was again caught, tried, and relegated 
to nal servitude. Once more, in „ be 
ale his reappearance at Odessa, and after two 
years confinement in jail put justice to the 
trouble of again trying bim and sending bim 
back to Siberia. In the middie of last May this 
patriarchal bandit made a fifth and final ap- 
pearance in the vicinity of Odessa, and dis- 
tinguished himseif by attempting to steal a 
wugon and horses belonging to some Ger- 
stu Teutons, how-

CONDITION OF IRELAND. 


Struggle with the Tenantry—Enforce- 
ment of the Coercion Act—From a 


Tory Standpoint. 
Correspondence London Times. — 
DUBLIN, June 25.—The struggle betwee 
lawful authority and the organized power of 
turbulence and anarchy is maintained with 
great obstinacy, but the issue seems to be no 
longer doubtful. Notwithstanding the des- 
perate efforts that they are making to sustain 
the spirit of resistance and to lead the people 
to believe that they are still in the ascendant, 
the agitators know that they are losing 
ground, and find it hard to conceal the fact 
that they are also losing heart. They betray 
a consciousness of weakness and defeat even 
in the convulsive energy of their movements 
and the tone of defiance which they assume. 
It is not to be expecced that the seething cal- 
drons of popular excitement will cool at 
once, and that the ferment which the 
Land-League orators have aroused will 
soon settle down, but there are signs 
of steady and continuous improvement. 
The: great masses of disorder are 
being systematically broken up, and the links 
which bound the lawless combination to- 


gether are being gradually, but effectively, 
taken asunder. iolence and intimidation 
still show themselves, but are promptly 
grappled with by the law, and it is a notice- 
able fact that the most aggravated forms of 
them are still confined within certain well- 
known bounds. Crime of different types and 
classes of crime cling to certain districts, and 
the moral shades of the country are, asa 
rule, as clearly marked as its physical dis- 


tinctions. Those of the darkest character

farmhouses, and Kerry, Waterford, and coun- 
ties in the west for the more directly person- 
al outrages. The midnight visits of masked 
rufflans, who put terror-stricken farmers and 
herds on their knees, and, with revolvers to 
their heads, make them swear to give up 
their lands, are common to all the lawless 
districts, but this form of intimidation is not 
so frequently observed now as it was some 
time ago. It is hard to say whether this is 
due to the wholesome fear of the law and the 
risk of encountering patrols of constabulary 
who have sometimes ae captu 
some of the bands, or whether it is to be ac- 
counted for by the more general submission 
of the people to the rule of the ue, 80 
that it is no longer necessary to send out its 
police to enforce its authority. There is rea- 
son, however, to believe that resence of 
a large force of mili to sustain the civil 
power and the greater vigilance and activity 
of the constabulary—whose zeal has been 
rendered more intense by the ill-usage they 
have received—have been largely, if not 
mainly, instrumental in diminishing the 
number of outrages. 

The peace and order which have prevailed 
since the Government determined to put 
down the riotous assemblies at Sheriffs’ saies 
and evictions are very remarkable. and prove 
the wisdom of the course which has been 
taken. The Land-League Orators are no 
doubt incensed, and the ae put in the 
House of Commons last night by Mr. Healy 
expresses the intment and irritation 
which they feel. An attempt is made to im- 
pose on the credulity of Parliament and the 
public by alleging that the private auctions 
are an unwarrantable interference with the 
constitutional rights of the people to attend 
sales and become bidders for the property 

ut up. This is a very flimsy pretense. 

very one knows that the people are called 
to assemble in their thousands on such 
occasions, not to buy, but to mar 
sale—to turn 21 into a 
burlesque or a riot. The object has been 
abundantly —＋ by occurrences 
which took p at auctions at which they 
were allowed to be present. No persons 
likely to be bona fide bidders are excluded; 
but when it is remembered that the League 
tell the people not to have anyth to do 
with the property, to leave it on the hands of 
the landlords or the Emergency men of the 
Property Defense Union, the insincerity of 
such a complaint must be evident. There is 
no doubt a grievance, Land Leaguers 
feel it bitterly. Their game is spoiled. They 
can no longer come with bands * „ flags 
flying. and sashes flaunted to fil court- 
house or the auction-ground with a hooting, 
howling mob, pouring insults and exec ns 
upon every one — — in the protection of 
— rty, and finishing off the disgraceful ex- 
\ibition by turious attacks with sticks and 
stones upon police and military. 
These demonstrations were something 
to be proud of, in their estim and 
they served a practical purpose. Thev 
were represented in giowing colors to the 
American sympathizers as successful con- 
flicts and glorious victories which deserved 
to be commemorated by further contribu- 
tions. The Irish-American patriots are not 
wholly deficient in shrewdness, and they 
like to see that they are getting some value 
for their money. Every outrage is an item 
to be put to the credit side of * Skirmish- 
ing account. and the prospects of the busi- 
ness have been clouded since the determined 
orders of the Government have stopped the 
manutacture of riots; The receipts have 
perceptibly fallen off durmg the last few 
weeks, since the stock-in-trade has lost its 
sensational attractions, and the agitators are 
beginning to take a gloomy view of the cir- 
cumstances. It will be necessary to do 
something to revive the business, as it is said 
the expenses of the establishment are in- 
creasing, and it is not paying at present. As 
no account has been published it is impos- 
sible to say exactly how their affairs, stand, 
but the general impression is that there is 
no fear at all of a wind-up, as there 
is a large reserve capital which Dr.

planting and cattle-raising, to build highways, 
canals, docks, and railroads, to buy out the 
good-will and materials of any kind of busi- 
ness, to purchase the stock of any other 
company, and to issue bills of exchange. In 
point of fact, the Indian Consolidated Gold 
Company, Limited,” like the An glo- 
Bengalee concern, which Mr. Montague Tigg 
adininistered so adroitly, appears to have 
the power to do anything and everything in 
India except to run the Government. With 
the experience of the people of this coufitry 
in mining affairs, however, we doubt whether 
the “Indian Consolidated Gold Company, 
Limited,” will make much headway in 
placing large blocks of its stock here, or in 
enthusing the American imagination with its 
glowing. prospectuses. At the same time 
they will not be so uneharitable as not to 
wish the Company well, for if any country 
on the face of the earth needs gold mines in 
profusion to relieve the suffering people and

Baron VON SoruEu, an old Austrian 
miser, was lately murdered under peculiar 
cireumstanees.

The Baron 
had on his place a gamekeeper who 
was so miserably poor that he could not af- 
ford to get married.

The man replied that he 
would cheerfully marry if the Baron would 
pay for the wedding. The pious nobleman 
dismissed him on the spot.

GUITEAU TREMBLES. 

The attempt of Guiteau to “sponge” his 
„guard,“ Winters, out of a cigar Is quite 
characteristic ef the man, and his effort to 
both bribe and intimigate the official for re- 
fusing to be duped shows that the villain is 
still intent upon his life-long purpose of get- 
ting something for nothing. When required 
to pay for the cigar he wanted, Guiteau 
haughtily exclaimed: ** There is a hereafter, 
my friend, and you will be amply rewarded 
for any favor shown te a soldier of the cross 
in this world.” Relieved of the necessity of 
robbing boarding-house keepers and cheating 
hotels, Guiteau tries to supply himself’ with 
luxuries at the expense of his jailer! It is 
almost as mean as robbing newsboys, of 
which despicable trick he was guilty in Chi- 
cago. Guiteau’s attempt to negotiate drafts 
on eternity in paymentwof cigars may, how- 
ever, be regarded as his crowning act of 
sublime audacity. But it is the logical aut- 
come of the villain’s career. Being deprived 
of the newspapers, Guiteau hypocritically 
calls for the Bible and reads it with great 
assiduity. It may be confidently assumed 
that he reads mechanically, and that his at- 
tention is not for a moment diverted thereby 
from absorbing reflections upon the subject 
of his late crime. He must assume that the 
President’s life is still in danger, for his 
acute reasoning faculties serve to convince 
him that no power could conceal from him 
all signs of the general joy sure to result 


from the final assurance that his dastardly - 


actisto be without deadly effect. On the 
very heels of the shooting Guiteau feared 
lest he should fall a victim to the righteous 
vengeance of an enraged populace. He 
therefore knew how much the people loved 
Garfield. P'resuming that the President 
may die at any hour, he doubtless 
still fears that the jail will be forced, 
that he will be wrested from the 
officers and his wretched careass hung 
high as that of Haman, This theory 
is strongly supported by his assertion that 
Last night he heard people outside the jail 
knocking and hammering.“ This is evidence 


he is a eriminal. There was no noise in the 
vicinity of the jail. Guiteau’s brain conjured 
sounds. knockings and hammerings,“ and 
he imagined that Garfield was dead, and that 
the people in their rage were seeking his 
murderer with the deadly purpose of tearing 
him in pieces. Ile is surrounded by a thick 
veil of mystery; he is not permitted to see a 
newspaper; nobody is permitted to answer 
his questions; he is isolated from all the 
world; he is constantly under the eye of a 
vigilant guard, who maintains an absolute 
silence on the subject of every event which 
transpires beyond the grim walls of the 
prison-house. 
contemplation. He is forced to re 
flect upon his crime and upon that 
only, and it begins to unnerve him; he be- 
comes restless; he is robbed of sleep; he be- 
comes haggard with fear and anxiety; he ex- 
presses a desire to write to Col. Corkhill. 
But pens and paper being furnished he be- 
gins to write only to break off suddenly and 
pace moodily up and down his cell. These 
are not signs of insanity; they are signs that 
the scoundrel’s audacity is deserting him,— 
sigus that, following the gaze of all man- 
‘kind, his own eyes are turned inward to a 
contemplation of his malignant, black, and 
bloody soul. Guiteau knows that every hon- 
est human being in the world abhors him, 
feels wrathful toward him, feels an impulse 
to stab him to the heart. But of all this con- 
tempt, detestation, and righteous rage the 
object of it is not permitted to hear the ex- 
pression of one word! In this awful silence 
the imagination of the would-be murderer 
runs riot. It pictures to his overwrouglit 
niind strange sounds. He hears resounding 
blows upon the doors of his prison; the 
doors fall, and the open space is filled 
with vengeful faces; they approach; they 
seize him; he feels the cord about his neck: 
it tightens; he struggles, gasps, and dies! 
These are the dreams of Guiteau, and he 
wakens from them with a sigh of relief, but 
his heart is wrung with the anguish of the 
cowardly criminal’s fear; his nerves are un- 
strung; his face is seamed and furrowed 
with lines of care, and his heavy eyes are 
wild and restless.

For twenty years he has run a course of

His hate of the Presi- 
dent was so bitter that he thought he could 
face death for the sweet privilege of 
revenge. But; the halo of heroism 
with which his devilish imagination had sur- 
rounded the fiendish act is now dispelled. 
The face of all mankind is averted from him 
in disgust. He cries out, but no man an- 
swers, He appeals for the solace of notori- 
ety, and hears only the echo of his own 
voice. He tries to break the spell of this 
awful silence by the assertion of his riglits (5). 
and is treated with contempt. Meanwhile 
an awful fear gnaws at his heart, the fear 
that, at the President’s apprehended death, 
his prison bars will be broken and he led 
forth as a sacrifice to the just vengeance of 
an outraged people. Thus the craven assasin 
trembles and shrinks under the cruel lash- 
ings of a guilty imagination,—trembles for 
his miserable life. 


THE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY CON- 
FERENCE. 

The Monetary Conference held at Paris by 
invitation ef the French and American Gov- 
ernments adjourned on Saturday without 
reaching any definit agreement, but not with- 
out having made some brogress toward the 
final solution of the problem which it was 
called to consider. The Conference ad- 


} journed to meet again April 12 next, about 


nine months hence, and after adopting reso- 
lutions to the effect that the recess should be 
improved by continued negotiations between 
the States looking to an International Con- 
vention for the establishment of a General 
Monetary Union, Just before adjournment 
the French and American delegates united 
in the following declaration: 

The depreciation and great fluctuations in the 
vaiue of silver relatively to gold which of late 
years have shown themselves and which con- 
tinue to exist, bave been, and are, injurious to 
commerce and general prosperity, and the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of a fixed relauon 
of value between silver and gold would produce 
the most important benefits to the commerce of 
the world. A convention entered into by an 
important group of States, by which they should 
agree to open their mints to the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver and gold at a fixed 
proportion of weight between the gold and sil- 
ver contained in the monetary unit of each 
metal and with the full legal-tender facuity to 
the money thus issued. would cause and main- 
tuin stability in the relative value of the two 
metais suitable to the interests and require- 
ments of the commerce of the worid. 

Any ratio now or of late in use, by any com- 
mercial nation, if — oe by such an important 
group of States, could be maintained; but the 
adoption of the ratio of 1 of Silver to 1 of gold 
would accomplish the principal object with less 
disturbance in the monetary systems to be af- 
feeted by it than any other ratio. Without con- 
sidering the effect which might be produced to- 
ward the desired object by a lesser combination 
of States, a combination which should iaclude 
Engiand, France, Germany, and the United 
States, with the concurrence of other States, 
both in Europe and on the American Continent., 
which this combination would insure, would be 
gdequate to produce and maintain throughout 
the commercial world the relation between tne 
two metaia that such a combination should 
adopt. 

We infer from the meagre dispatches 
which have been sent from Paris relative to 
the adjournment that there was a very gen- 
eral acquiescence in the correetness of the 
principles thus laid down, and that it was the 
hope of the great majority of the delegates 
that the reassembling of the Conference next 
year may be signalized by such an agree- 
ment upon details as shall result in a perma- 
nent convention. 

England and Germany interposed the ob- 
stacles that prevented any final agreement. at 
the late Conference, but it is significant that 
both these Governments were willing ta 
make concessions in order to encourage the 
Governments which now maintain the bi- 
metallic system to adopt free coinage of 
silver as a means to sustain the present value 
of that metal. There was an intimation that 
the British Government weuld guarantee 
the maintenance of the silver standard in 
India. and that the Bank of England would 
keep as much as one-fifth of its specie re- 
serve in silver. On the part of Germany it 
was promised that no more silver should 
be retired-from circulation during a term 
of years, and that small notes and small gold 
pieces to a certain amount should be con- 
verted into silver, so as to provide an in- 
creased monetary use for that metal in Ger- 
many. At the same time, neither of these 
Governments would enter into an agreement 
for free coinage and unlimited legal-tender 
for both metals. 

The position of England in this matter is 
itterly selfish. It would have other nations, 
and notably the United States, assume the 
burden of ¢artying silver as coin in order 
that England may drain other countries, and 
especially the United States, of gold, and 
supply itself and its colonies with an abun- 

dance of that metal. It is very fortunate that 
the delegates from the United States and the 
Latin Union refused to assent to such a jug- 
handle proposition, and determined to give 
the English time to reach some fairer terms. 
It is hardly denied now that the 
concurrent action of England, France, 
Germany, and the United States on a 
monetary basis would assure the codpera- 


that a permanent agreement between those 


> nations would guarantee the steady mainte- 


nance of any relation between gold and sil- 
ver that might be agreed upon. This is the 
theory of international bimetallism, and any- 
thing short of it would necessarily be one- 
sided and of limited duration. If England 
and Germany shall continue to hold out 
against such a monetary union, then the 
other States should not permit themselves to 
be betrayed by partial concessions into an 
arrangement designed mainly for English 
profit and advantage. 
So far as the United States is concerned, 
the remedy against English selfishness and 
obstinacy in this matter lies within control 
2 our own Government. Congress has only 
“to order the suspension of silver coinage to 
protect this country against any danger of 
a single silver standard or a drain of gold. 
It is now a question whether this heroic treat- 
ment ought not to be adopted at an early 
day. The American Commissioners can 
throw some light upon the matter when they 
shall return home. If,in their opinion, the 
reassembling of the International Conference 
within a few months is pretty sure to result 
in a satisfactory convention, then the United 
States may safely continue its policy of coin- 
ing as at present about the average product of 
the American mines. If, on the contrary, the 
indications are that England will persist in 
her selfish refusal to take her proper share 
in the work of establishing universal bimet- 
allism, then the sooner the suspension of sil- 
ver coinage is ordered in the United States 
the shorter will be the road to bimetallisin. 
No country in the world is better prepared to 
withstand the pressure of carrying on the 
business of the world wpon gold alone than 
is America. We have not now enough legal- 
tender silverto embarrass our financial and 
commercial relations, no matter how much 
its bullion value might fall. There is small 
prospect that the balance of trade will be 80 
completely reversed as to create a drain upon 


or upon the gold product of American mines. 
Surplus American silver would then be sent 
to London to fetch there what it is worth as 


mine what to do withit. Meanwhile En- 
gland and other European nations will be 
compelled to pay their American balances in 
gold. ‘The depreciatigh of silver bullion in

It would not be surprising 
if England shoula be the first to tire of such 
a demonetization as that, and consequently 
one of the earliest nations te suggest a resto- 
ratian of silver to the worid's stock of money. 
At all events, this course will be the natural 
reaction from any determined resistance on 
the part of England to the project of an in- 
ternational double standard, and there should 
be no eompromise whereby England can 
avoid the penalty of the one-sided policy she 
has adopted in this regard. ‘The bimetallists 
of this country have neyer contemplated the 
adoption of a single silver standard any more 
than the adoption of a single gold standard, 
and the English statesmen and bankers are 
much mistaken if they imagine they can 
force the United States inte the fornier posi-

DISTRIBUTION OF THE GOVERNMENT 
DEBT. . 


Some apprekension has been expressed at 
the revelations made by Mr. R. P. Porter, 
Special Agent of the Census Buréau, in re- 
gard to the distribution of the N ational debt. 
This gentleman has ascertained from his in- 
vestigations that out of $644,900,400 registered 
bonds the sum of $410,379,400 is held in 
amounts of over $50,000, and only $7,555,900 
in amounts of less than $500; also, that the 
distribution of the amounts less than $500 is 
among 25,618 persons, while the larger 
amount stated is held by only 1,529 rich men 
and corporations, This fact is spoken of by 
Bradstreet’s and other journals as “ start- 
ling” and ds a matter for reflection.” The 
intimation is that, if the repucliationists or 
Communists shall ever make any headway in 
this country, they will find a strong basis for 
appealing to popular passions and preju- 
dices in the fact that the great bulk 
of the debt is held by a eompar- 
atively small number of wealthy men 
and corporations. There are reasons to 
believe, however, that any such apprehen- 
sion is entirely unfounded. It is entirely 
natural that a Government debt bearing 34 
amd 4 per cent interest should drift into the 
hands of a few retired capitalists, for the rate 
of interest is too low to attract popular and 
permanent investment among an enterpris- 
ing people and in a country fat! of oppor- 
tunities for more profitable investments. But 
there is no danger that either Communism or 


repudiation will grow to any alarming eä 


tent so longas any vestige of the present Gov- 
ernnrent debt shall remain. It has been paid 
off, is being paid off, and will continue to be 
paid off so rapidly, and with such small bur- 
den to the people, that it will never at any 
stage excite anything like popular antagon- 
ism. The public debt is to-day only about 
one-half what it was at the close of the War. 
It is the opinion of Ex-Seecretary McCulloch 
that the actual debt, including obligations 
and contracts which were subsequently 
liquidated out of the Treasury funds with- 
out going into bonds, was at one time yot 
less than $4,000,000,000. It is now only 
$2,000,000,000, But the burden of the 
debt has been deereased in still greater 
proportion. In 1865 about 88 millions of peo- 
ple were paying something like 810, 000. 000 
annualy for interest on the public debt: to- 
day about 32 millions are paying only $64,- 
000,000 of interest. In other words, at the 
close of the War, the interest-charge amount- 
ed to about S.50 per capita, while it now 
amounts to only $1.20 per eapita. The debt 
itself has been reduced one-half, and the 
burden of: earrying it has been reduced 
nearly three-quarters within sixteen years. 
Such a showing is the strongest possible 
argument against future trouble. It ac- 
counts for the present unparalleled credit of 
the Government and the universal confidence 
of money-lenders all the world over. Be- 
sides, though the American debt be not in the 
shape of a popular loan, it is rapidly assum- 
ing the shape of a native loan, and in the 
latter respect appeals to the selfish interest 
as well as the patriotism of the American 
people.

CONSUMPTION OF SMOKE. 


An Invention by Which the Smoke- 
Nuisance Can Be Abated. 

Ata meeting of the Society of Engineers, 
held recently in London in the Society's hall, 
Victoria street, Westminster, Mr. Charles 
llorsley, President, in the chair, a paper was 
read by Mr. A. C. Engert on “The Preven- 
tion of Smoke.” ‘The author, in choosing the 
title of * ‘The Prevention of Smoke” instead 
ot * The Consumption of Snoke,” gives it as 
his opinion that smoke once produced by the 
atmosphere and while being carried by the 
air cannot be consumed, as every particle is 
surrounded by athin film of carbonic aeid. 
When, however, smoke is condensed as soot, 


heat will liberate the earbon from the acid, | 


and then the former will burn rapidly. Lf this 
theory is found to be correct, carbon cannot 
destroy the gerins of disease floating in the 
air. For the consumption of smoke many 
ingenious and elaborate iaventions are on 
record, but not yet adopted on account of 
expense and complicity of mechanisms. A 
simpler apparatus is therefore required. To 

revent smoke, thecold air must not be al- 
owed to come in contact with the gases aris- 
ing from green coal, and. for this purpose, 
the furnace is, so to speak, divided into two 
parts. The fire-door is removed from the 
boiler, and a box fixed on in front. On each 
side of this box, rails are placed inside, on 
which a plate or shutter may rest, which ean 


-be pushed forward or backward as required. 


When pushed forward it passes within the 
boiler and drops over the firebars some 
eighteen inches, thereby cutting off the 
draught, and prevents the condensation of 
the guses arising when fresh coals are put 
on, thus preventing smoke and the cooling of 
the boiler. A still more simple apparatus 
can be made with the same results if the 
opening or flue will admit a higher box. 
The shutters can be cast’ together in 
one piece at an angle of about 130 de- 
grees to hang within the box on two pins 
or bolts, thus forming a swinging shutter. A 
rack is attached to the front of the shutter to 
regulate the movement. The advantages of 
this apparatus are: The cooling of the boiler 
is entirely avoided, the gases are consumed 
si that smoke is prevented, and there is a 
saving of from 15 to 3% per cent of heat and 
eoal. In ordinary open fire grates the same 
object is attained—viz.: the prevention of the 
cold air coming into contact with the green 
eoal, by removing the fire lump, and substi- 
tutine fo: itacast-iron box, which stands 
outatthe back, and is open in front only. 
and which is to be tilled with coal. Within 
this box isa movable iron plate, which can 
be forced forward, carrying with it the coals 
from which the gases have been extracted 
and consumed by the beat in front, or moved 
backwards when the box wants refill- 
ing. To reguiate the draught so that 
the fire burns brightly in front, a plate 
is fixed under the grate coming for- 
ward at the bottom. Another plate resting 
on pins is placed on top of the box, to pre- 
vent the flaine entering the register. By this 
simple apparatus a bright fire is maintained 
in tront of the gate, half the heat usually 
escaping inte the chimney is saved, there is 
little or no smoke, and the smallest coal can 
be used, and is, indeed, preferable. In kitch- 
eners, stoves and vertical boilers, a similar 
box to the foregoing can be fixed, the mov- 
able plate being worked by a lever. This in- 
vention is also of great importance to rail- 
way companies, as it ean easily be applied to 
locomotives. A box is placed under the foot- 
plate, the whole width of the fire-grate, and 
the c put in from the top. By this means 
the gases are almost entirely drawn out of 
the coal and consumed, the result being very 
little, if any, smoke. ‘To supply the grate 
the coal is pushed forward by a movable 
plate and lever. Wh to fur-

CUTTING PASSENGER RATES. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicavo Tribune. 
New York, July 11.—The war just begun 
between railroad companies in cutting 
passenger rates to competing points in the 
West finds the companies as usual inclined 
to blame each other and not themselves tor 
this state of affairs. The ticket agents 
at the various hotels throughout the 
city said to-day that they were not 
astonished that at length a flare-up among 
the companies had taken place. The sur- 
prise was that they had not earlier began 
their fight, in the open air and in broad day- 
light. For some time past, they 
said, an underhand warfare had 
been carried’ out in the matter of 
cutting passenger rates, and the hotel ticket 
agents and “scalpers”’ were much gratified 


that the contending companies had been | 


forced to show their hands. “As ah initiat- 
ive,” said a ticket agent to a 7'lmes reporter, 
“let me show. you how the companies’ 
agents have worked. 4 gentle 
man who has traveled much and 
who is desirous of going to Cincinnati visits 
the main office of a great trunk line and asks 
the tariff rates to that point. The agent at 
once replies that it is $20, and exhibits the 
printed rates on fares. The old traveler 
smiles as he discovers that the 


agent is one of those willing to sell the ticket 


for less if he cannot obtain the tariff rate, 
and says, That's all right, but What's your 
best figure” A short talk after the manner 
of clothing dealers and purchasers at Baxter 
street fottows, and the agent agrees to take 
$15 for the ticket. Rates for other compet- 
ing points are similarly handled by all the 
companies, none of them. being too high and 
lofty to refuse to engage in that kind of busi- 
ness. It has been practiced right along with- 
out a murmur until the -Pennsylvania 
Road shouted, . ‘Police!’ Murder!“ 
‘Watch!’ and now we'll have some fun.” 
A dispatch from Philadelphia to-day set 
forth that the cutting of west-bound pas- 
senger rates was inavgurated on Friday last 
by the Boston & Albany Kailroad, and that 
the New York Central & Hudson River, the 
New York,. Lake Hie & estern, 
and the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Companies had quickly followed suit, 
reducing the rate to competing points in the 
West, Won each ticket. It was further said 
that the Pennsylvania Railroad Company had 
not yet redueed their schedule of rates, and 
that the oflicers of that road said that 
unless roads cutting rates 
concluded quickly to return to 
the former tariff the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company would cut rates in order to meet 
them. The tariff rate to Chicago is $26. 
‘The New York Central & Hudson River, the 
New York, Lake Erie & Western, and the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Companies 
were accepting $15 for a first-class 
passage to Chicago, although they had made 
no change in advertising the rates. All who 
came to the offices of these companies could 
secure tickets to Chicago at thatrate. The 
tariff to Cincinnati is SIs. The com- 
panies were accepting $15. The Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad asked 813 
by way of Columbus to Cineinnati, and $12 
to the same place by way of Parkersburg. 
The tariff rate to St. Louis is $24.25, and tick- 
ets were sold for $19.25. In fact, to all compet- 
ing points in the West the companies named 
were yesterday accepting a reduction of $5 
on each ticket. This evening Mr Samuel 
Carpenter, Passenger Agent of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, who had juft returned from 
a trip to Philadelphia, said that the Company 
had decided to meet the other roads in the 
cutting of passenger rates, and wouldat 
once sell their tickets at the same rates at 
which the competing companies were selling. 
As the war had been beguh the Pennsylvania 
Railroad was prepared to see how long it 
could last, and if the other roads re- 
duced their price of passage to 
Cincinnati to 585 the *ennsylvyania 
Railroad would sell at the same rates. ‘This 
road would protect itself by cutting just as 
fast as the other roads slanghtered rates. 
Pool-Commissioner Aibert Fink is merely a 
spectator in this fight, having only freight 
rates to look after. A prominent official of 
the New York Central & Hudson River 
Railroad said that the Pentsylvania Kaili- 
road had been the aggressor in the cutting 
of rates. “Ithas always been customary 
until within the past year,” he continued, 
for our road to charge 81 more for tickets 
carrying passengers west from Boston than 
is charged trom New York. A limited to 
Chicago, that is, limited as to time, selling at 
New York for $20, wouid cost $21 at Boston. 
Other roads had similar rates, but a ticket 
from Boston to New York was worth about 
$6. and the real earumes of the road from 
New York west was thus but $15; 
and it was in view of the latter fact that some 
months we entered into an agreement with 
the principal roads having west bound paf- 
ronage,—the Pennsylvania, the Erie, and 
others,- — the terms of which we all 
contracted that the fare west from 
Boston, via New York, should be 
the real fare charged between Boston 
and New York plus the New York rate. 
This would make the fare to Chicago from 
Boston, via New York, about $26. But some 
time ago, and without any notice to me 
whatever, the Pennsyivania people began to 
issue what. they call a continueus ticket“ 
from Boston West. To Chicago they 
charged $21, the old rate, the rate which they 
had joined with us to establish. We entered 
a protest against the action of the Pennsyl- 
vania, whereby it had willfully broken faith, 
but nothing we could say had any effect. The 
ofticials of the road were determined to cut the 
established rate, agreement or no agreement. 
The ticket speculators, more popularly 
known as ‘sealpers,’ were the only ones te be 
benetited by the project. You can easily see 
how the ‘scalpers’ profited. They could 
purchase tickets in New York to Chicago 
for $21. The coupon carrying a passenger to 
New York could be detached from the main 
ticket and sold in Boston for the regular 
rate, While the card-board giving passage 
from New York to Chicago could be sent to 
this city and put upon the market represent- 
ing but $15, S6 of the $21 having been received 
from the sale of the Boston-New York cou- 
pon. This 815 tickét was every whit as good 
as those regularly on sale here at $20. Hav- 
a margin of $5, the ‘scalper,’§ of 
course, could make such rates as would 
give him almosta monopoly of custom and 
rofits. If the ‘sealper’ asked but $16 for 
Ils ticket he netted Sl clear on every sale 
and was still 84 ahead of New York 
regular rates. The Boston & Albany folks 
led off, very justly arguing that if tickets 
chuld be had in New 
Chicago at $15, the regular addition of 81 
over iis route was demanded, so it was made. 
Other roads have necessarily followed 
in the wake of the Boston & Albany. 
There “was nothing else to done. 
The Pennsylvania people perversely 
forced the issue, that road alone 
is responsibie for the rate-cutting, which 
now it would appear is on hand in earnest.” 
At the Grand Central Depot ticket-ollice the 
regular rate, or 320, is still asked to Chicago, 
and the ticket-seller can make no reduction. 
He has not even heard of the cutting of rates 
but at the down-town Offices the redu 
prices prevail. 


A PASSENGER WAR. 

The passenger rates from this city to 
Eastern seaboard points have been in a bad 
condition for some time past. Tickets to 
New York are generally sold at $15 and to 
Boston at $16. The west-bound rates have 
now also gone to pieces, and similarly low 
rates are being made. The latest trouble 
was brought about by the action of the Balti- 
more & Ohio and Pennsylvania Railroads 
selling tickets to Boston Via the New York 
& New England Railroad at the same rates 
as those charged via Albany and Troy. The 
rates to Boston via New York have always 
been $3 more than via Albany and Troy, be-

THE 80U POU 
THWESTERN L. 
The meeting of the Southwestern Railroad 
Association, which will be held in this city 
to-morrow, is being looked forward to with 
much interest, as upon its result will depend 
in a great measure whether the Missouri 
River pool iste be continued or not. As far 
as can be learned, all the roads in the Asso- 
ciation are in faver of reorganizing the pool, 
as the arrangement thus far has proved very 
beneficial to the roads. But the great obsta- 
cle in the way of a reorganization is the In- 


ability of finding a plan by which the | 


troubles from which the Association has suf- 
fered during the last year can be overcome. 
The old agreement can no longer be carried 
out, owing to the changes that have taken 
place since the pool was or- 
ganized, So many new lines have 
been formed during the past year 
that it is impossible to divide the business 
any longer according to the old percent 

The new lines will have to be reco sed in 
some way or they will fight on r own 
hook, and thus make a pooling arrangement 
inoperative. Numberless efforts have here- 
tofere been made to surmount the obstacles, 
but without avail, and it is feared 

last effort, to be made to-morrow, wil no 
more successful than previous ones. Yet it 
is not considered probable that, in the event 
ot a failure to settle the troubles at this 
meeting, a serious war in Missouri River 
rates will result, For more than a month 
pest the Missouri River roads have been at 
iberty to make such rates as they chose, 
and yet the rates, with the exception of those 
from the Eastern seaboard. have been tolera- 
bly well maintained. The cause of this is 
that business is good and’ the various 
roads, especially the Chicago lines, get all 
the business they want. They have, there- 
fore, no cause to cut rates,and so long as 


4 this condition prevails no serious cut in rates 


will be made, even if the pool ceases to exist. 
Business will continue to be falr until the 
close of navigation. By that time, however, 
things may change, and much of the traffic 
which now comes to Chicage te go east by 
lake will probably go to St. Louis, in order 
to take advantage of the lower rates by tne 
ba lines. If the poolis not reorganized 
by that time there is great danger that rates 
will go to pieces, but until then no serious 
disturbance is anticipated. The probabili- 
ties, therefore, are that the meeting to-morrow 
will adjourn without taking any decisive 
action, and allow matters 40 run along 
as at present until, fall, in the 
hope that something may turn up in 
the meantime that will make the various 
lines more tractable and more anxious to form 
another combination than they are at present. 
Aside from the internal troubles in the 
Association, the disturbed condition at the 
Southwestern passenger business and the 
war between the Eastern lines on east-bound 
freight are almost sufficient to prevent a re- 
organization of the Southwestern, Associa- 
tion at present.

SICK OF THE LOW RATES. 


The St. Louisians are getting sick of the 


prevailing low freight rates to the East, and 


they are moving heaven and earth to bring 


about an advance. They find that with such 
rates as are now charged the much-puſfted 
barge lines have but little show, and nearly 


all the business goes by way of Chicago. A 
meeting of the Si. Louis Committee on east- 


bound freight rates was heki at St. Louis 
Saturday at the office of the Wabash Com- 


pany. After considerable discussion in re- 
gard to the prevailing low east-bound freight 
rates the following resolutions were adopted: 

WHEREAS, The present rates between St. Louis 
and seaboard points on east-bound business gre 
unremunerative and much lower than there is 
any vecessity for on aocount of competition, 


either with the barge lines to New Orleans or 


any other lines reaching tide-water markets, 
and on account of the fact that the St. Louis 
Committee have never at any of their frequent 
meetings authorized the making of or adoption 
of the present enst- bound rates; moreover, 
on account of the fact that the Eastern trunk 
lines deny any knowledge of the present rates, 
and positively assert t they have never au- 
thorized the making of such rates; therefore, 
this Committee, after fully considering the mat- 
ter, bave resolved to state the following facts: 

I. That the reduction of rates in this market 
were first made by the agents of the fast- freight 
lines, and that we believe said fast-freight line 
agents were so instructed by the managers of 
the Easteru trunk lines. 

2. Tha; #o fur as any reduced tariffs, issued by 
Chairman Fink, giving rates either from Chica- 
go or from St. Louis is concerned. that this Com- 
mittee have at all times conformed to such tar- 
iffs as have been issued by Chairman Fink, it 
being. however, a well-known fact that the 
agents of the fast-freight lines had been using 
similar or lower rates for many days before the 
issue of said tariffs by the Chairman. 

3. Finding that no ratea were tobe relied upon 
in this market, our agents and the line agents 
working over our various roads were at last in- 
structed to take east-bound freigot at the same 
rates as it was taken by line agents of other 
roads, and aaid practice is in force to-day, and is 
the Only way in which rates are made. 

4. This Committee desires to repeat the state- 
meut that there is no actual necessity, so far as 
we are able to judge, for the continuance of the 
present 1 low rates, and for the 
purpose of placi he matter before all the 
railroads engaged in the carrying business this 
Committee requests that east-bound rates 
should be immediately advanced. 


SOUTHWESTERN ROAD. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 11.—General Manager 
Soper, of the Iron Mountain Railroad, re- 
ceived instructions from New York to-day to 
let the contract for the immediate construc- 
tion of forty miles of what is to be known as 


the Crowley Ridge Branch of the Iron 


Mountain Road. This line will start from 


‘Noble, on the main line, and extend southeast 


150 miles through one of the best cetton- 
growing sections of the State of Arkansas. 
The first forty miles will be completed and 
ready to move this year’s crop of cotton by 
the time it is prepared for market.

TORTURED TO DEATH. 


Thomas K. Pugh, of Cincinnati, Capt- 
ured by Apaches in Mexico and Mur- 
dered in a Horrible Manner. 

SAN FrRANctsoo, July 11.—A dispatch from 
El Paso, Mexico, says the body of Thomas 
K. Pugh. was found by a scout of Mexican 
troops near Cdrrezal, Chihuahua, horribly 
mutilated. He was tortured to death ina 
terrible manner, and after death three shots 
were fined into his body. 

El. Paso, July 11.—Lieut. Noel Gillarido, 
of the Mexican army, returned with fifty 
soldiers Sunday frem a hunt after Apaches. 
He reports that on the 7th inst., six leagues 
south of Lucero, he found the dead bodies 
of a man and woman. A cornet of the 
Twenty-sixth Battalion was killed and two 
servants wounded, but escaped. The In- 
dians burned the carriage and took the 
horses. The people who went from the car- 
riage to bury the body of the stage-driver 
found the supposed body of Thomas K. 
Pugh, terribly mutilated and shot three 
times. 


Cincinnati Enquirer, July 11. 

The alleged capture of Thomas Key Pugh, 
of this city, by Apache Indians, details of 
which appeared in the Enquirer yesterday, 
is assuming an interesting phase. It will be 
remembered that the statement was made 
that Pugh, when in California, became very 
intimate with Gen. Rosecrans, and in con- 
nection with him became interested in the 
purchase of a large ranch in Mexica Last 
January he came East, havi inhis posses- 
sion a written option to purchase the ranch 
at a fixed price. . He visited New York City 
several times, and employed a broker by the 
name of Nenry Altman to negotiate the 
sale of the land. Mr. Pugh's portion was 
about 865,000, 815,000 of which was to have 
been paid Mr. Altman for his services. Early 
last June Mr. Pugh went to El Paso, Texas, 
and there he found Mr. Altman, the New 
York broker whom he had employed, en- 
deavoring to make negotiations with the 
owner of the ranch by which he (Pugh) 
would be left out of the.transaction entirely. 
A serious quarrel took place between Mr. 
Brower and Pugh, and the former, in com- 
pany with the owner of ranch, 
started out to visit property 
in a private conveyance. Young Pugh 
took a stage to follow them to Chi- 
huahua, a city 200 miles southerly and below 
the location of the property in Mexico. On 
Sunday morning, July 3, at about 3.0’elock 
in the morning, a party of Apache Indians 
attacked the coach and killed all of the pas- 
sengers except Pugh, whom they took pris- 
oner. ‘lhe attack was made about seventy- 
five miles below Pass Del Norte, on the Chi- 
huahua stage route. 

Another chapter came to hand last night, 
which complicates the matter, and renders it 
all the more sensational. This chapter comes 
in the shape of a special from Denver, Colo., 
and is as follows: 

Denver, July 10.—Rumors now current in 
New Mexico indicate that the capture last week 
of Thomas K. Pugh, of Cincinnati, near Ni Paso, 
is assuming an extremely sensational character. 
It is supposed now that he was not captured by 
— Ey at all, but by a gang of villains dis- 
gui as Apaches, who had a motive to put him 
out of the way. It is known that young Pugh 
had secured a contingent claim of the Mexican 
Government upon twenty miles square, or 
40 square miles of land, together 
with 50,000 head of cattle, tor 
which he was to pay a specific sum at the end of 
a time designated. Mr. Pugh got ali his - 
pers executed properly, and went to New 
York and put the matter into the bands of a 
broker to sell for bhich. It is believed the land 
is not only god for grazing pu but is 
rich in the precious mincrais. r. Pugh is 
reported to have secured the services of 
Henry Aitman, a broker in New York City, 


to sell this Mexican claim for him. After per- 


fecting arrangements with this broker, Mr. 
Pugh proceeded at once to New Mexico, and 
arriving at El Paso, was astonishea to tind 
Altman there before him. It is rumored that 
Altman was trying to negotiate for Pugh's 
claim, and beat him out of it: and that Purch, 
before taking the stage in which he was capt- 
ured, had high words with Altman. It is aiso

MURDERED BY DESPERADOES,.

St. Paul., Minn., July 11.—-A Pioneer 
Press special from Durand, Wis., says in- 
tense excitement was caused there by the 
shooting of Milton A. Coleman, Under-Sher- 
iffof the county, and his brother, Charles 
Coleman, ex-Sheriff of Pepin County, last 
evening by two desperate characters known 
as the Williams brothers, who have acquired 
notoriety in Northern Wisconsin as despera- 
does, who are fugitives from justice in one 
or more counties in Wisconsin. Both were 
armed with Winchester rifles. Coleman was 
returning to Menominee from Wabasha with 
the thief who burglarized Taft’s jewelry 
store June 30, and, upen his arrival at Du- 
rand, he was informed that the noto- 
rious Williams brothers, who were wanted 
in Henderson County, Illinois, for horse- 
stealing, were in town. Placing his prisoner 
in jail, accompanied by his brother, he at 
once started to effect their arrest. Meeting 
the desperadoes on the street, he stepped up 
to them and said. You’re my ——,” when 
he received a fatal shot from the rifle of one 
Williams through the neck and was in- 
stantly killed. At the same instant Charles 
Coleman received a shot through the body, 
and lived only long enough to fire tWo shots, 
but without effect, A posse of thirty men 
started at noon to scour the country for the 
murderers, and, if they are captured, there 
is every reason to belteve they will be 
lynched.

MApDtIson, Wis., July 11.—Gov. Smith re- 
ceived a telegram from Judge Bundy, of 
Menominee, this morning, saying that 
Charies Coleman, Under-Sheriff of Pepin

Jof Dunn County, were shot and killed Sun- 


day night by two desperadoes named Ed and 
Alonzo Williams, who were supposed to be- 
long to the James-Younger band of out- 
laws. There is great excitement in that 
part of the State, and the people are turning 
out en masse in pursuit of the murder- 
ers. Capt. Hunt, of the Menominee cav- 
alry company, telegraphed the Governor 
for permission to use the State arms in his 
possession to aid in the capture, and the 
necessary permit was promptly telegraphed 
him. It is not known what was the cause of 
murder, but horses were stolen in Pierce 
County last week, and it is thought that the 
murderers of the officers were the men who 
took the animals, and turned and fought 
when too closely pressed. The Williams 
brothers are described as follows: One is 
heavy set, and broad across the 
shoulders, black hair, mustache, and 
goatee, very sha blue eyes, hve feet 
eight inches tall, weighs 140 1 
about 30 years old, and wears a gold watch 
and chain and ring. The other oneis not so 
heavy, has auburn hair, dark brown eyes, 
fair complexion, light mustache and whiskers, 
about same weight as his brother. and 
about 25 years old. Both had Winchester 
rifles and revovers. It is understood that a 
reward is offered by both the Governors of 
Michigan and IIlinois for their arrest for 
crimes committed in these States.

Mr. — will bring 
plenty of the sinews of war, will put on 
a bold front and fight hard for the adoption 
of his free-trade resolution, and on the adop- 
tion or rejection of the measure the great in- 
terest in the Convention centres,—not so 
much on account of the resolution itself, but 
on aecount of the prominence the question 
has assumed throughout the State. Prob- 
ably the most bitter opposition to the states-

Hurd and his cause are some recent con- 
verts to the Democratic faith, — kids, so far as 
political experience goes,—young states- 
men(?) that the Republican party could not 
appreciate sufficiently to give them the lead- 
ership. With no very alluring prospects in 
view they changed their course, and are now 
engaged in the rather amusing experiment of 
zuiding the destinies of the Ohio Democracy. 


They are openly accusing Mr. Hurd of being 


a fanatic; that he is working in the interest 
of the Republicans. To these charges the 
Free- Trader retorts that his Democracy has 
never yet been questioned, that he is not a 
recent convert to the principles of the party 
which are and always have been “A 
tarHf for revenue only“; that 
he has stood firm for years 
and battled against the waywardness of his 
party in Ohio.

BISHOP KERFOOT. 


The Remains of the Late Bishop Ar- 
rive in Pittseburg—Brief Biographical 
Sketch.

Pa., where he died Sunday night. Thurs-

ishop Kerfoot was born in Dublin, Ireland. 
n 1816, and educated at Flushing Institute 
and St. Paul’s College, New York. Gradu- 


ating in 1884, he was ordained Deacon in 


1837 and a priest in 1880. He received 
the degree of D. D. from Columbia College 
in 1850, and also in 1865 from Trinity College, 
Hartford, Conn., and the degree of LL. 


from the University of Cambridge, England, 


in 1867. From 1842 to 1864 he was President 
of St. James Coltege, Maryland, and of 
Trinity College, Hartford, Conn., from 1564 
to 1866. As the first Bishop of the Diocese 
of Pittsburg he was consecrated Jan. 25, 
1346, by the then Senior Bishop of the 
United States, the late Rt.-Rev. John 
II. Hopkins, tormer Rector of Old Trinity, 
this city. In this calling of the decease 
this diocese the Rev. Messrs. Swope ar 
Dusen were foremost in their advocacy. 
Bishop Kerfoot’s strongest characteristics 
were probably the quiet earnestness with 
which he conducted the manifold labors of 
his position, and his zeal in organizing 
schemes tor the spread of the Church in the 
missionary field. IIIis personal qualities eu- 


7 deared him to all the clergy of the diocese.

In the afternoon the Rev. T. R. Strobri xo, of 
Chicago, leetured on “Christ, the Truth.’ e 
speaker begau by saying that truth, wherever it 
is aud whatever it is, was perfect. Whatever is 
true could not be any more se. It was beyond 
change. God himself vou'd pot change it. 
What truth is? was an old and dear inguiry. 
‘The question of Pilate, * What is Truth?” was 
the question of the age. The great thinkerssaid 
tbat fundamental ideas were truth. Man had 
the power to apprebend certain fundamental 
principles, as time, cause, space, goodaess, 
justice, proportion, perfection, and infinity. 
There were general but not necessary truths. It 
Was a general truth that day succeeds night,’ 
that the planets revolve from west to east, but 
these were not necessary truths. For they 
could conceive of lands where it was all day and 
all night, and planets revoiving§ trom 
east to west. But they could not con- 
ceive of different mathematies or differ- 
ent mor in different spots of 
universe. As ether pervaded all material uni- 
verse, so these great fundamental ideas per- 
vade the universe. These necessary truths are 
our masters; we cannot control them. One's 
senses apprebended physical things, but here is 
a spiritual power ia which one might apprehend 
reat fundamental ideas. It was asked: What 
are these fundamental ideas, and where do they 
reside?’ Nature was finite ana contingent, but 
these great ideas of cause, proporuon. per- 
fection, ete., are necessary and intinit. Aii Nature 
would not give one the idea of perfection, but he 
had that thought. Phenomena had their sub- 
jects of adherence. His thoughis implied the 
mind, which thinks, Where, then, these 
fundamental ideas beloug? Cousin answered: 
“it is God we are seeking.’ Pilate usked: 
What is truth?” Great thinkers answered: 
“Truth is a person, not an abstract idea.“ 
Jesus stood vefore Pilate claiming to be the 
truth, eaying, “ He that is of the truth hears my 
voice.” This was un amazimg assumption. Alt 
that He said concerning God or himseit. the past 
or the future, must be true. He assumed to 
inhabit eternity. He assumed privity of ex- 
istence. He assumed to be proportionate and 
perfec As they looked upon Him they were 
persuadeal that His assumptions were true. 
Rapbactl, entering Michael Angein’s studio, drew 
a line and departed. Angelo sald Raphael must 
have been there. As they looked upon Christ, 
they were persuaded that Christ, thé truth, bad 
been here, but, if mistaken, one proof remained. 
God raised Him from the dead. Such an act 
it was God substan- 
tiating the claims of Jesus. He that was of the 
truth, who regarded cause, Infinity, Justice, and 
eS could not be indifferent to Jesus. 
lind was divided into common sense, taleut. 
and wehius. Religious activity of man might be 
divided into worship, morality, and spirituality. 
Christ, the truth, came to give them spintuali- 
ty; to make them religious geniuses, enabling to 
realize in themselves that perfection, proportion, 
Caristlikeness, and truth which Nature enabled 
them to apprehend. l

The Rabbinical Literary Association of the 
United States held the second day’s session of its 


second annual meeting yesterday at Sinai Tem-

Dr. Hirsch, of Sinai Temple. extended to the 
delegates an invitation to dime to-day at the 
Tewple Anal Sholom, on Michigan avenue, and 
the President accepted the invitation, on behalt 
of the Association, with thanks., The meeting 
then adjourved for the noon tutermisston.

ILLINOIS WHEAT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 11.—It will be seen 
from the following tables prepared by Secre- 
tary Fisher, of the Department of Agricult- 
ure, that fall wheat prospects have not 
changed for the better during the past 
month. 

The counties in the three judicial divisions 
of the State are grouped together for con- 
venience of comparison. 

The first column represents the acreage 
seeded to wheat last fall, the second, third, 
and fourth the condition on the Ist of July, 
June, and May, and the fifth column the per 
cent of Wheat area plowed up this spring. 

NORTHERN DIVISION. 

The reports of condition in Northern Lili- 
nois have been more discouraging with each 
succeeding report. May 1 there was a pros- 
pect of 73 per cent of an average yield per 
acre on the very limited area that was not 
plowed up. June 1 the condition was re- 
duced to 68 per cent. July 1 the prospects 
indicate only 57 per cent of an average yield 
per acre. 

It will be seen that the condition gives en- 
couragement for a larger average yield per 
acre in this division than in the Central or 
Southern Division. The area ot all wheat in 
this division is, however, but a small frac- 
tion of that in the central or southern por- 
tions of the State: 
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CENTRAL DIVISION. 

Nearly one-half of the fall wheat area of 
the State is found in this division. 

The gloomy prospects reported on May 1 
which indica but 59 per cent of an average 
yield per acre for Central Illinois, was re- 
duced during the succeeding month, and on 
June 1 there was reason to expect only 42 per 
cent of an average yield per acre. 


The completion or neat approach of har- 


vest July 1 in the several counties compris- 
ing the Central Division has enabled eorre- 
spondents to more approximately determine 
the yield per acre, which is given at 40 per 
cent of an average. 

Nearly half of the area seeded to wheat 
last fall is reported as having been plowed

THE DEADLY REVOLVER. 
SUICIDE OF PETER ANDERSON, 

Peter Anderson, a soapmaker employed in 
Kirk's soap-factory, living at No. 177 Milwau- 
kee avenue, committed suicide at 7:30 yesterday 
morning by shooting himself three times in the 
left breast with a large calibre self-cocking re- 
volver of French manufacture. There were at 
first some sligut suspicion of foul play, and the 
wife of the deceased was taken into custody by 
the police of the West Chicago Avenue Station. 
Investigation relieved her of all biame, and 
three hours later she was set at liberty. Mrs. 
Anderson keeps a restaurant and thriving 
boarding-house on the tirst floors of Nos. 
177 and 179 Milwaukee avenue. Her husband had 
for a long time past been intensely jealous of 


| her, and more than one good boarder has been 


driveu trom the house for having dared to show 
ordinary courtesy to the landlady. Of recent 
date one Herman Abrahamson, a blacksmitu 
boarding at the house, caused him more annoy- 
ance than all the rest together, and Saturday 
nicht, when Anderson was in one of his jealous 
tantrums, he put him out of the house. He had 
frejuently threatened to commit suicide, and 
that same night a couple of policemen whom he 
invited into the house took away from him a 
bottle which be said contained poison. it proved 
to bea harmiess mixture, and Anderson was 
annoyed because Of the truth coming to the 
knowledge of his acquaintances. He acted 
strangely all Sunday and early yesterday morn- 
ing. About his last act was to visit a friend on 
Indjana street who had borrowed his revolver a 
few daysago. He undoubtedly got the weapon 
back for the purpusee of killing himself. Prior 
to retiring to bis room be showed a bottle of 
laudanum to a domestic named Tillie Peterson, 
and told her that be was going to kill himself. 
Another Mrs. Andersou living in No. 179, up- 
stairs. heard the shots fired in quick succession, 
and at once alarmed the other inmates of the 
house. The suicide had locked himself in his 
room, but the girl Peterson effected entrance 
with a pass-key. Ihe smoke had not yet cleared 
away when she entered, but Andersoa was al- 
ready dead. 

The Coroner commenced the inquest yester- 
day afternoon, aud atter bearing all the wit- 
nesses present adjourned until Touursday after- 
noon in order to give the police a chance to tind 
Abrabamson,who has not been secon since he was 
ordered away from the house, The suspicion 
that either he or Mrs. Anderson had a hand in 
the killing seems untounded, but it was un- 
doubtedly their conduct which goaded him on 
to self-destruction.

THE POST-OFFICE.

These complaints 
resulted in the circulation and general 
signing of a tition asking that these 
evils be regulated. Mr. Church, of the Archi- 
tectural Bureau, was detailed to investigate the 
matter. His report shows whata TRIBUNE ro- 
porter found yesterday by personal investiga- 
tion. The ventilation of the building anc base- 
ment is excellent. There are sbafts at the four 
corners which carry off the foul air, and the sys- 
tem of ducts and air passages is, in e opinion 
of the expert, a nearly pertect one, and by far 
the best in the city. The stoppage in the circu- 
lation was the fault of the mauil-clerks them- 
selves, who tilled up the air-chamber with old 
mailbugs. While the circulation is good, the 
closets are a disgrace to the officials in charge, 
and should be remedied at once.

Not only the babies, but the mothers, were in- 
vigorated by the refreshing breezes of the lake, 
and every thoughtof hot kitchens and suffo- 
cating sleeping- rooms seemed to be dropped 
out of mind in the happiness of the novel expe- 
rience. A considerable portion of the pier is 
protected from the sun by awnings, and in case 
of a storm the “ patients” can find shelterina 
substantial building which has been erected for 
the purpose. Abundant supplies of crackers 
aud milk are furuished without cost, and a stove 
is provided for mothers whose children require 
a warm lunch. Asa hospital this noble charity 
is asuccess. The patients take only Nature’s 
remedies, and don't know they are undergoing 
treatment. The biggest dose of ozone does not 
cause a single wry face.

STRICKEN CITIES. 


Many Persons in Pittsburg and Alle- 
gheny City Succumb to the Heat—A 
Case of Asiatic Cholera in the Latter 
Town—An Alarmingly Migh Death 
Rate.

Prrrsnund. Pa., July 11.—The mortality in 

Pittsburg and Allegheny City occasioned by 
the intensely hot weather is unprecedented. 
Yesterday thirteen persons, nearly all 
adults, were prostrated by the heat, nine of 
whom died in a few hours. Last night 
there were eight sudden deaths in Alle- 
gheny, and nearly as many in Pittsburg. 
The Coroner and all the Aldermen are busy 
holding inquests. The temperature of the 
weather is a little lower to-day, but the heat 
is’ very oppressive. Several cases of sun- 
stroke were reported this afternoon, two of 
which had a fatal result. The victims in 
most cases are laboring men. A case of 
genuine cholera is reported from Allegheny 
City. One man died from the effects of drink- 
ing ice-water. ‘The body lay in the sun wait- 
ing for the Coroner until it swelled and burst 
open, exposing the viscera. The average rate 
ot mortality in Allegheny City is about twen- 
ty. per weck. For the week ending Saturday 
the number increased to eighty-nine. This 
week starts out with a prospect of at least 
100 deaths by Saturdayevening. Citizens are 
becoming alarmed, and many of them are 
preparing to go to the mountains. Yesterday 
the thermometer registered 103 degrees in the 
shade: to-day 9%. Small-pox is very bad in 
both cities. Business of all kinds is weak 
and irregular.

ENLISTMENT OF MINORS. 


Judicial Determination of the Rights 
of Courts- Martial in Cases of Minors.

Boston. Mass., July 11.—Judge Lowell, of 
the United States Circuit Court, gave an im- 
porant decision to-day on the proper age of 
enlistment and the rights of courts-martial.

Perceval's assasin had even been an 
inmate of an insane usylum, and so had bis 
father before him. Notwithstanding this, the 
murderer was tried, couvicted,and executed 
— a short time utter the commission of his 
crime 

it was thus that the common sense of the En- 
glish nation dealt with a crime similar to that of 
Guiteuu's. It destroyed the germ. The result 
has been that in England no event of like natur 
bas since taken piace, although there have 
been, itis true, several feeble attempts to kill 
the Queen. 

Morbid minds, as the experience of asylums 
shows, nay be ‘controled and _restrained by the 
game principles that apply to e of greater 
intelligence. Hud the people in a paroxysm of 
fury seized vpon Guiteau and hung bim to the 
nearest lamppost, Washington would not have 
been the Mecva for lunatics that it bas since 
become,—not one would have dared to open his 
mouth. Ine zul for imitation and the love of 
notoriety would have been confined within 
wholesome limits. Outside of Congress there 
would have been no lunacy in Washington 
worth mentioning. 

The case of Guiteau, whether the President 
lives or dies, is one which calls for the most 
vigorous treatment.

President Garticid’s Wound. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

MARSHFIELD, Iud., July 9.—I see in to-day’s 
TRIBUNE that Dr. Hamilton, of New York, who 
is authority on gunshot wounds, considers the 
crisis in the President's case past. Although not 
an authority on wounds of this character, I beg 
to differ with that distinguished surgeon. in 
the first place, W bere is the ball? 

If it had not been for that providential tenth 
rib it would have passed obliquely through the 
ubdominal cavity, perforating the bowels as well 
as the liver, and passed out of his body below 
and two or three inches to the left of the um- 
bilicus. In that case he would not have lived ten 
bours. 

But that rib was there and the ball struck and 
fractured it, was deflected from itg deadly course 
through the bowels to the left and upwards, and 
very probably lodged in the diapraghm, well 
over to the left of his body, marvelously missing 
any vital organ other than the liver. 

Now, what are the results? 

First, shock, and a depression of the vital 
powers. Next, reaction and traumatic intlam- 
mation of a mild character. If there is any 
orgun or membiane within the cavity of the 
human body in which 1 would place a bullet 
from a 44-calibre English bulldog it would be 
the diaphraghu as being the least subject to 
irritability and disastrous suppuration. 

But such a bullet makes a tearing wound, and 
necessarily destroys the vitality of the tissues 
through which it passes. In this case, then, 
the intiammation cannot end in resolution, one 
of the most favorable results of inflammation. 
These dead tissues by about next Mouday or 
Tuesday will become gangrenous, and asa re- 
sult suppuration and the formation of matter 
Will ensue. This would have happened prior to 
this but the wound is within of the body outside 
of the destructive intiuence of the atmosphere. 
Then comes the crisis. 

This poisonous matter, formed within the cav- 
ity of the body, has to be taken up by the absor-

Our accessibility to coal and iron is nearly as 
greet as that of Eastern cities, and, though the 
wages paid by manufacturers for labor there 
may be sumewhat less than here, yet the cost of 
transporting such machinery as that now called 
for in the constructuon. of the caukl pumping- 
works would more than compensate for the dif- 
ference iu the price of material and labor, and 
thus enable local manufacturers to compete with 
those of the Eust for Western work. 

But the fuct is, so much preference has beep 
given for Eastern work in the past because of a 
supposition that it could be performed there 
with greater convenience that the machinery 
builders of this city have been deterred from 
furnishing themselves with the tools and other 
requisits necessary for the construction of the 
largest class of engines. Seldom, indeed, do we 
see the name of a Chicago tirm mentioned in 
connection with bids for supplying beavy ma- 
chinery of a fine class, though not unfrequently 
they accept sub-contracts from Eastern manu- 
facturers for the buNding of boilers, boiler- 
fronts, and certain castings, but very few of 
them ever appear as contractors for the whole 
work because of the reasons above stated. 

Among the proposals offered for furnishing 
the machinery tor the canal pumping-works 
was one made by Mr. Charles A. McDonald, of 
this city, who has made the construction of 
heavy machinery a specialty, and is the only 
machinist in the city possessing facilities for 
executing that kind of werk. In his bid 
he proposes to furnish the requisit 
machinery within a shorter space of time than 
any of the Eastern builders, guaranteeing also a 
greater number and a superior class of boilers, 
as well as a larger heating surface, which will 
effect such a saving iu fuel and cost of operat- 
ing the works as willina short time make up 
the difference in the amount he asks for and 
that required by Whittaker & Sons, the lowest 
bidders. 

The pumps which he proposes to build are 
warranted to perform the required work, run- 
ning under the same steam pressure at a rate of 
speed nearly one-sevento less than that of the 

tern engines; or, in other words, if the Quin- 
tard and McDonald 2 were runuing at the 
same rute of speed, the latter would elevate to 
the bight specilied 10,000 cubic feet more water 
per minute than the former. The experience of 
the past should teach us the wisdom of giving 
preference to pumping machirery capable of 
performiag more than specifications call for, 
even if the expense of its building appears some- 
what greater. The machinery of the Nortn and 
West Side Water- Works perforois all that was 
called forin the contracts for their construc- 
tion, and it was thougut they would furnish an 
abundant supply of water for years to come; 
but they are now found fnadequate to satisfy 
present demands, and this may also be the case 
with tne canal works. 

Besides these considerations there are others 
which should have some weight with the city 
authoritics in the bestowal of this contract. The 
mechanics of this city, who contribute largely 
toward the cost of constructing these works, 
should have the benetit of their being perfurmed 
bere. Mr. McDonald is considered a good em- 
ployer, and as such is held in respect by the me- 
cbanica. of this city, while his reputation for 
work is a safe wuarintee that the work. if let to 
him, will be performed in a satisfactory mannel,

FINAN CIAL. 


The financial current has undergone a change, 
—a reaction from the swelling of the stream usu- 
ally witnessed after the semi-annual disburse- 
ments. Local business circies are less affected 
than those at the East, because our activities 
depend more directly upon the produce move- 
ment of the West. The latter is active enough 
to employ about all the capital that is usuaily 
expected to be used; and the forward move- 
ment is brisk enough to leave littie demand here 
for money to pay importing bills at the sea- 
board. 

Stocks in New York were dull and weak yes- 
terday. The market opened lower, then rallied, 
The attendance of operators 
was below the average, and the lifeless condi- 
tion of the market was looked upon as a reac- 
tion from the excitement and anxiety resulting 
from the attempted assasination of the Presi- 
dent. The Vanderbilt stocks were depressed by 
the rumors that freight rates to the seaboard 
were being cut “all to pieces,” though many 
think the tes are about as low now as they 
are likely to be. The Granger stocks were also 
easier, Northwestern being the most active in 
the list. Operators seem inclined to trade less 
in them pending the receipt of definit informa- 
tion concerning the crops. Western Union was 
strong, being supported by Gould. Southwest- 
ern stocks were off, in sympathy with the others. 

A New York telegram says operators there 
took for a better stock market this week than 
last, provided the news from Washington con- 
tinues favorable and. nothing bad happens to 
the crops. The light business Saturday was at- 
tributed to the desire to see how President Gar- 
field passed the ninth day. Keene and some of 
the largest traders were also absent. Mr. 
Gould, it is said, still favors Western Union and 
Wabash, and also expresses much confidence in 
Kansas & Texas, which he is said to have a good 
deal of, and considers it cheap. The coal-road 
people say the state of the iron trade is not 
flattering. Metropolitan Elevated Railway 
stock is reported to be in good demand, and a 
large advance ie promised as a result of the 
growing business of the line.

The New York Evening Post says the weekly 
statement of the New York banks shows a re- 
duction in the surplus reserve of $350,250, it now 
being, on the average of the last six days, $6,- 
552,060, against $17,768,225 a year ago. The 
changes can only be accounted for by the dis- 
turbances early in the week, and, even making 
allowance for these, ft is not easy to come to 
the conclusion which the statement exhibits. 
So far as the Treasury movements are con- 
cerned, there has been a gain to the banks of 
not far from $6,000,000, and yet the average gain 
in specie reported is only $1,312,900, and there is 
an apparent loss in legal-tenders of $828,000. 


About $1,200,000 more currency has been shipped 


from New York than received, but, as said, 
making every allowance the statement is inex- 
plicable, and affords afresh illustration of the 
blind and misleading method which the banks 
adhere to in their reports to the business public. 
The trouble would removed if the banks would 
supplement tne statement of average condition 
by one of actual condition at the close of the 
week. Until they do this the weekly bank state- 
ments are of very little consequence as guides 
to the actual condition of the banks at the time 
they are published.

At the Vaited 8 States Treasury $8,000,000 of the 
$16,000,000 6 per cents due July 1 had been re- 
ceived up*to July 10. 

It is reported that the Attorney-General has 
rendered an opinion to the effect that National 
banks may deposit coin instead of legal-tenders 
for the purpose of reducing circulation, and that 
the Treasurer may pay coin instead of legal- 


culation. 

The Continental Telephone Company has m- 
creased its stocg from $300,000 to $350,000, the 
.stockhoiders taking the new stock at par. This 
company is organizing the Mexican Telephone 
Company with a capital of $500,000 to operate 
the telephone in Mexico under Government con- 
cession. 

It is reported that a contract has been signed 
for the erection of a forty-stamp mill on the 
property of the Game Ridge Consolidated 
Mining Company at Rosita, Col. The mill will 
have a capacity of I tons daily, and is expected 
to be one of the finest quartz mills ever erected. 

The Boston Commercial Bulletin reviews the 
history of banking in that city. Thirty years 
ago there were twenty-eight banks in Boston, 
which represented the money-power of the 
State. In 1850 these banks possessed a capital of 
$18,960,000, and the dividends for that year were 
at the average rate of 7.68 percent. At this 
time there were forty-two country banks in 
Massachusetts with a capital of 87,320,000. 

As compared with the last (April) statement of 
the sixty-one National banks in Boston, the bus- 
iness appears to have been more profitable 
thirty years ago than itis now. The sum of the 
dividends of the National banks within the 
limits of Boston, for the year ending April 1. 
was $3,341,900, equal to an average dividead of 
6.365 against 7.68 in 1850. This shows that money 
had more saving power thirty years ago than it 
now has, the difference being 1.22 per $100. 

There were oaly seven banks in 14530 with a 
capital of $1,000,000 or over, and the majority of 
the total capital was held by eleven. Now thbir- 
ty-nine out of the sixty-one Boston banks hold 
four-fifths of the capital From 1843 to 1850 the 
rate of money increased 9) per cent, or ; per 
cent per annum. In 1861 the capital was in- 
creased, and the dividends ranged from 7@8 per 
cent per year. Bank stock was desirable in 
those days, but now purchasers have to pay a 
premium of 5600 per cent, and content them- 
selves witha dividend of 3@6 per cent per an- 
num. 

The volume of business done thirty years ago 
was a mere drop as compared with the immense 
business of to-day. The value of the business 
of the Boston banks during the past six months 
aggregatés $2,124,441,801, against $1,647,512,696 
for tho first six months of 1880; and for the 
month of June, 1881, the exchanges argregated 
$598,204,483. When the banking capital of the 
city was under $20,000,000 the valuation was 
$180,000,000, the population 135,000, and the for- 
eign commerce $29,000,000. The value of the 
latter to-day is $126,633,000. 

The Philade!phia Press says: 

The Juty dividends are the largest ever known, 
and the interest on railroad bonds foots up a lit- 
tle larger total than ever before. The interest 
payabie by the United States is, however, less 
than on any previous Ist of July since the War, 
owing to the anticipation of interest on the ex- 
tended Is and 6s. and the, City of Philadelphia 
has now reached a point where its interest pay- 
ments in July will always be less than those due 
on the Ist of January.

THE OUTLET SYSTEM. 


Capt. John Cowden’s Pian for Prevent- 
ing Overfiews—An Able Argument 
Against the Levee System. 

We have received from Capt. John B. Cow- 
den, the author and chief promoter of -the 
outlet system, a pamphiet embodying his 
views, and we must confess to a feeling of 
surprise at the magnitude and importance of 
the system here presented. 

Accompanying the pamphlet is a map of 
lower Louisiana and a diagram showing the 
pitch and fall of the Mississippi River from 
Cairo to the Gulf. In a small compass, 
through the map and diagram, the simple 
facts, and as it impresses us the unanswer- 
able argument of the pamphlet, more is told 
than would be ordinarily in a large volume. 
{f the system be carried out as here ex- 
plained, the disastrous overflows which have 
marked the past history’ of the Mississippi 
Valley will be indeed things of the past.

End of the Northern Pacific. 


One-Third of the Whole Town Given 
Outright to the Road. 


Three Other Great Roads Heading for Zu- 
perior’s Level Plateaus. | 


Romantic Vicissitudes of a Town-Sile Specu- 
lation Dating Back to Buchanan’s 
Time.

DuLuTH, Minn., July 9.—Duluth, the 
zenith city of the unsalted seas.“ as one of 
Jay Cooke’s hired men called it, is enjoying 
the last days of its supremacy as the ter- 
minus of the Northern Pacific on Lake Su- 
perior. It was not the site Jay Cooke se- 
lected for the end of the first road he built to 
Lake Superior, the St. Paul & Duluth, It 
was never meant by nature to be the end of 
anything except itself. It came to be made a 
railroad terminus by.a series of mishaps and 
misunderstandings. No one can stand under 
the beetling hills at Duluth that run down 
alinost to the very rim of the lake, and look 
across at the level plateau of Superior and 
not see that the city has been put in the wrong 
place. Proctor Knott, in his famous Duluth 
speech, speaks of the city as lying around 
loose on the prairies.” in fact, it is so 
crowded in that most of it lies on a slant of 


45 degrees rising from the edge of the lake. 


But, though like St. Petersburg, most untit- 
ly located, it will, like the Russian Capital, 
survive the blunder of its founder. There 
will always be a Duluth, and Duluth will 
grow, but across the bay is arising the real 
metropolis of Lake Superior. 

DULUTH WAS WILD WITH EXCITEMENT LAST 

WEDNESDAY, 

July6. Jay Cooke had gone. Villard had 
come. Long live Villard! Duluth has been 
lying forlorn for eight years on the narrow 
strip between its desolate hillsides and the 
lake waiting for the magic touch that would 
call it back to life. Its population was 5,000 
in 1872, and only 1,500in 1877. Real estate 
sank from $100 a foot for the best business 
property to whatever a foot anybody chose to 
give, and for years nobody chose to give any- 
thing. With the recovery of Northern Pa- 
citic Duluth, began to grow again. In the 
census of 1880 it is given a population of 3,500, 
and it claims a growth of 500 since. It has 
two elevators. One with a capacity of 1,000,- 
000 bushels has just been finished at a 
cost of $208,000. Foundations for another 
are being laid, and two more are planned 
for the next two years. A blast-furnace is 
in successful operation. Iron ore is brought 
from Marquette; limestone from Kelley’s 
Islands, where the grapes are grown, and 
coal from Cleveland. This furnace sells its 
pig-iron product to St. Paul, Stillwater, and 
even St. Louis. Numbers of sawmil!s are in 
operation. The town has a new saloon called 
“The New Version.” 

THERE is TO BE A NEW VERSION OF DULUTH. 
Prosperity is coming back. Parties are pros- 
pecting at Missaba Mountain, sixty miles 
away from Duluth, at Vermilion Lake, to 
determine the quality and limits of an im- 
meuse deposit of iron, long known to be 
there. If the reports are encouraging, money 
is pleiged to build a standard gauge road 


from Lake Superior to the mines. Real es- 
tate has recovered so far that owners are 
again asking $100 a foot for the best business 


4 property, and almost getting it. 


Duluth showed Mr. Villard all it had to 
Offer, and did not forgot to throw in judi- 
cious hints about the misfortunes and inferi- 
t ority of poor, decayed Superior City, across 
in Wisconsin. The men of Duluth laugh 
loud and long at Se but they have not 
yet laughed last. Mr. illard had business 
in Superior, and he — his party were 
placed on a scow and towed across. 
Superior is in Wisconsin, eight miles from 
Duluth, which is. in Minnesota. It is a 
larger city than New York, but it is not 
built up yet. It has been one ‘of the munici- 
pal regulations for years that the grass 
should be mown in the avenues at the same 
time it was cut in the side streets. The in- 
habitants were waiting for Mr. Villard. 
They have been waiting for him twenty-five 
vears. Twenty-five years ago they built 
docks to receive the commerce of the great 
West, laid out a great town with streets and 
avenues, but the dock on which Mr. Villard 
stepped ashore was rotting like half a dozen 
others, and the streets through which he was 
driven -were better pastures than prom- 
nades. The,

of Western town existence can never be bet- 
ter seen than in the history of Superior. It 
is an extreme illustration of the uncertain- 
ties of Western life. On paper it was as 
large and magnificent as the Eden to which 
Martin Chuzzlewit was lured, but here the re- 
semblance ends, for Superior was founded 
on an honest idea, and must live. Its pro- 
jectors were right in foreseeing that it had a 
destiny. It was their misfortune to see it a 
generation too soon. No Western city hada 
better start than this one. It was tho con- 
ception of a coterie of the most brilliant men 
of President Buchanan’s time. These men 
saw from the map and what they heard from 
the pioneers and, trappers that this plain at 
the end of Lake Superior was at the head of 
the great lake system and had the vast 
fertile West at its back. Its future looked 
better than that of Chicago, or St. Paul, or Mil- 
waukee. William II. Newton, now in New 
Orleans, was sent with Messrs. George L. 
Becker and Judge Nelson, now prominent 
men in St. Paul to look over the ground. 
They went jn 1853, and reported that the half 
had not been told. The Superior Land Com- 
pany was at once formed, and obtained pos- 
session of the whole town site. 

AMONG THE STOCK HOLDERS 
were the present Mayor Rice, of St. Paul: 
James Stinson, son of a wealthy citizen of 
Chicago; Gen. John L. Dawson, once United 
Gen. 
John C. Breckinridge, of Kentucky: and 
James B. Beck and ex-Gov. B. Magottin, of 
the same State; Jesse D. Bright, once United 
States Senator from Indiana: the Wal- 
bridges, of Toledo; Judge Charlies P. Daly 
and the Rev. Jared B. 4 lagg. of New York. 
The Washington bankers Corcoran and 
Riggs put their money into the Superior 
Land Company, and the late Tom Scott held 
shares in it for fifteen years. All the stock 
was taken. A land grant like that of the 
Illinois Central was obtained for the Nebras- 
ka & Superior Raitroad, which was to empty 
the riches of the West into the lap of Supe- 
tior. Llotels, stores, real-estate oflices, and 
other gambling places were built. In three 
years a ~pulation of 2.500 
ered, and in 1856 twenty-five-foot 
sola. on Second street for 
each. Two newspapers were started. Land- 
Company shares rose to fabulous figures. 
One share representing one twenty-seventh 
of the enterprise sold for $80,000, and one- 
quarter of a share sold fop 82 25.000. Trade 
was good, speculation rife, the future bri; ght. 
Every one who had friends wrote to them 
to come to Superior.

arm of the bay between them. . Railroad men 
will know what.this new move means, when 
they are informed that the grades from Du- 
luth reach eighty-two feet to the mile, while 
from Superior they have a maximum of only 
twenty-eight feet to the mile. Every ounce 
of freight that eomes up Lake Superior for 
the West will be broken by the railroad at 
Superior. Everythi that Duluth has to 
ship west by the North Pacific will go by the 
branch line over Rice’s Point to Superior, 
and 60 West. All the forces of nature fight 
for twenty-eight-feet grades against eighty- 
two-feet grades. Duluth will live and 
grow. Its elevators, buildings, docks, and 
streets are fixed capital that will be 
used, but Superior will take the lead. 
Two other great roads have found out the 
secret of location, discovered in 1853 by Will- 
iam H. Newton, and are building to Superior. 
The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha 
Road has several parties in the field, making 
surveys for a road from Eau Claire to Supe- 
rior.

EARLY CHICAGO. 


Mr. G. 8. Hubbard Corrects Some Mis- 
takes Made by Mr. Cleaver. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, July 9.—In your issue of July 7 you 
publish a letter from Charies Cleaver, Esq., one 
of our oldest and most honored citizens, whose 
reminiscences are in the main correct; be is, 
however, mistaken in some things, which I de- 
sire to correct. 

1. The first piano brought to Chicago was by 
John B. Beaubien, about 1824, as Mr. Wentworth 
states, and not by Mr. Brooks. Mrs. Capt. Rus- 
sell and Mrs. John H. Kinzie came here prior to 
Mr. Brooks, bringing their pianos. 

2. He says, in speaking of the old residence of 
John Kinzie, that he was at the time he came 
here living in a spacious log-house about op- 
posit Dearborn street.” It was his son, John H. 
Kinzie, who was then living there. 

The house was the United States Indian 
Agency, the logs of which were put up by the 
Indian Agent, Jewett, and left without either 
roof or floors, and finished and occupied by his 
successor, Alexander Wolcott, and loca 
where is now the corner of State and North 
Water streets, now embraced in Wolcott's Addi- 
tions. Mr. Wolcott married a sister of Jonn H. 
Kinzie before there was any one authorized to 

erform the warriage ceremony nearer than 

eoria, III., from which place Mr. John Hamlin, 
* Justice of the Peace, was sent for ang married 
en. 

Mrs. Wolcott, after the death of her husband, 
obtained a patent from the Government under 
the preémption law for this oigaty acres, now 
Wolcott's Addition to Chicago. 

3. 1 differ with Mr. Cleaver in regard to 
the continued inundauon of the prairie be- 
tween the Chicago and Desplaines Rivers. It 
was only during spring and fall rains, or un- 
usually heavy rains, that the roads were in the 
condition described by bim. 

Generally in summer and earty fall the road 
was perfectly dry, and very fine and smooth 
for horse and driver; there was an Glasticity to 
our high or low prairie roads that made them 
tar superior to macadamized ones; they were 
delightfully free from ruts or sloughs. 

I trust Mr. Cleaver: will continue to give us 
his valuable information, and that he will par- 
don me tor this correction. We old settlers are 
making history for generations that may come 
at tor us, and we should be careful to make cor- 
rect history. I wiil thank him to correct any 
mistatements that may come from me.
